TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


To the Honorable Town Council and 
Citizens of South Berwick: 


It is with continued pride and pleasure that I submit to you 
the Annual Report for the year 1977. There is no possible way 
to touch upon every occurrence, event, or incident that has given 
1977 unique spot in South Berwick's history. Therefore, this 
report must of necessity only highlight the major matters that 
involved your local government in the past year. 


PROGRESS - REPORT 


The primary concerns of your Town Government included: 


1. The completion and referendum vote on a comprehensive 
zoning ordinance - The defeat of zoning leaves South Berwick as 
the first inland town in southern York County a person comes to 
where no density and other building codes and standards have to 
be met. When this fact is coupled,to the current talk of limiting 
the maximum number of building permits issued each year in three 
of our bordering towns, the rapid growth of land development here 
appears inevitable. This is seen, for example, in the recent 
proposal by an area developer to build one hundred apartment:units 
on approximately thirty-three acres ‘on the southern end of Route 
236. The change of South Berwick's character, personality and 
overall image being changed from the current pleasing village- 
rural atmosphere to a faceless "Suburban sprawl" is great. 


2. The search for a solution to the disposal of solid waste- 
The State of Maine Department of Environmental Protection recently 
granted South Berwick a one year variance from having to daily 
landfill the dump. This variance is based on the Town ending use 
of the present dump by October 1, 1978. Presently, the possibility 
of a joint incinerator which produces steam for industrial use is 
being studied by the Sanford and Dover-Somersworth areas. Hopefully, 
the transporting of South Berwick's refuse to one of these sites 
will be possible. If this solution is not possible an option on a 
piece of land on Hooper Sands Road for a landfill site has been 
obtained. A Town run landfill appears to be considerably more costly 
than transferring solid waste to an incinerator because of the 
economy of scale for a large incinerator. Either solution is not 
going to be easy or cheap, but if they are combined with recycling of 
paper, glass, etc. either should work well and be environmentally 
safe. 


3. The fate of several rural roads - South Berwick has currently 
about thirteen (13) miles of dirt roads; some of which have had 
little, if any, Town maintenance funds spent on them in many years. 
In the spring of 1977, the Town Council formed a subcommittee to 
study a process of classifying all roads. A formal statement from 
the Town as to the type and amount of maintenance any road will 
receive in the future would be in writing under this classification 
process. After looking at all town roads several roads raised a 
question as to their present status because of the lack of repair to 
them in some time. The classification "recreational" was coined 
and the process of partial discontinuance of five of these roads 
was held (including public hearings in June and July). In September 
the Town Council voted not to classify the roads as "recreational" 
(partially discontinue them). Also in September the Town Council 
voted to snowplow one of these roads (Belle Marsh Road). A public 
petition to overrule the snowplowing vote brought it to a Town 
vote in early December. The Town vote overruled the Town Council. 
At the same time, the Town Council also held an opinion poll on 
whether or not they should classify the five roads. The opinion 
poll vote was in favor of classification. Later in December the 
Town Attorney advised the Town Council that (1) because of the 
public hearing process would have to be repeated and the Town 
Council's decision must be based solely on the facts presented at 
that hearing (similar to a judge's decision) (2) and in favor of 
the classification of the five roads because of the opinion poll, 

(3) then therefore, the Town Council should look at abandonment (no 
Town maintenance in 30 years or more) rather than partial discontin- 
uance (any road may be discontinued in whole or part) of the roads in 
question. The Town Council agreed to look at abandonment of the 
roads. As 1978 began, the Town filed a lawsuit to obtain a judgment 
on whether about 3/4 of Belle Marsh Road is indeed abandoned. 
(Meanwhile, about 1/4 of Belle Marsh Road is being plowed because 
research showed Town funds had been spent on it within the last 30 
years and therefore it could not be declared abandoned). 


4. The Strawberry Festival Weekend - The success of the 
Bicentennial Week was continued in 1977 by a great many dedicated 
volunteers who made the Strawberry Festival Weekend a classic 
example of community spirit and a fond memory for everyone. The 
1978 Weekend is a cause for great excitement and anticipation. 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The Fire Department volunteers continued the excellent 
quality service that has become their trademark. A debt of 
sincere gratitude is owed by all Townspeople to these unselfish 
people. You will aid the Fire Department if you take a moment 
to fill out and return the household fire hazard report in the front 
of this report. 


The Highway Department completed the Witchtrot Road and 
returned to the Tatnic area to continue the building of the 
unbuilt dirt roads there. About one-half of the construction 
of the Ogunquit Road between Emery's Bridge Road and the Bennett 
Lot Road was completed. A large loader was bought and has 
proved to be an excellent tool and a real timesaver. Overall, 
the maintenance of roads was very good, especially during the 
severe weather of January through March. 


The Police Department was expanded to five members in June 
as the result of the Annual Town Meeting granting additional 
money to reduce the Police personnel workweek to forty (40) 
hours from sixty (60) hours. It is hoped that the high turnover 
rate of officers in the past will be reduced by the forty (40) 
hour workweek. The Police Department had a good record in both 
traffic and property related crimes during the year. 


FUTURE 


The Progress Report above clearly shows that 1977 set 
the stage for the important tasks that will occupy the Town 
Government during 1978. Development of South Berwick's outlying 
rural areas and the resultant squeeze placed upon Town services, 
especially road maintenance; the continued search to solve the 
solid waste disposal problem once and for all and debate regarding 
upgrading of the present low quality tax assessment system - before 
the State does it for us - will be some of the prime topics in 
1978. 


CONCLUSION 


Whenever I am asked why I would ever want such a job as 
this, my reply includes this comment: I can think of no 
Satisfaction greater than working with people who are dedicated 
to providing essential services to their community. The cooper- 
ation and diligence of the Town officials and employees during 
1977 has made my fifth year as Town Manager outstanding. I look 
forward to the future.

CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICE 


SUMMARY 1977 


The year 1977 brought a change of administrators to this office. 
Roland A. Geib left his position here to assume the responsibilities of 
the Wells area. His technical knowledge and outstanding service will be 
missed in this community, and we wish him well in his new position. 


Construction, alteration and repair subject to state statutes and 
local ordinances indicated a slight dip from the previous years, i.e. 15%; 
however, this should not be construed as a stabilization or deceleration 
of growth. The present growth trend of this community establishes an ex- 
pansion rate of 185% over the previous two years with major development 
proposals presently in the offing.

There were no major changes in the Maine State Plumbing Code by the 
Division of Health Engineering this year, although there are proposed 
changes for 1978.

The only notable divergence 
from previous policy by the state was a transfer of responsibility to the 
community for the prosecution of plumbing code violations. 


Due to local response, this office has had continued success in the 
correction of malfunctioning disposal systems. A malfunctioning system is 
not only a health hazard to the owner and his family, but to the entire 
community. Please feel free to consult this office for assistance in cor- 
recting problems of this nature before they become serious.

In 1977, the heating system at the Fire Station had two zone 
valves installed to regulate the heat throughout the building 
to save on oil. 

The electrical system at the station had extensive work done 
On it to bring it up to standards. 

A joint project between the Fire Departments of South Berwick 
and Rollinsford was completed in late December of this year. Two 
Standpipes were put into the Salmon Falls River in Rollinsford on 
the other side of the railroad bridge. Each department shared the 
Cost of the materials, Mick Construction Company did the digging and 
the firefighters of both departments did the work. We will now be 
able to supply 1200'gallons of additional water to either town 
during a major fire.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During 1977 road maintenance, road construction and snow removal kept 
the Department very busy. 


The first three months of the year brought the worst series of snowstorms 
to hit our area in many years. The snowstorms on January 10 and March 22 were 
especially bad. The first storm turned to rain before ending and left a heavy 
coat of ice on all roads that took a few weeks to remove because of very low 
temperatures. The road grader bought in 1975 proved itself to be an excellent 
tool for this work. The March storm caused many trees and limbs to fall under 
the weight of heavy, wet snow and power outages were common. It was most grati- 
fying to hear a few people say that our snow removal was very good as compared 
to some of our neighboring towns. When you sometimes spend 24 to 48 hours 
straight battling the snow a few kind words are most welcome to hear. 


In the spring and early summer the removal of boulders, trees, etc. was 
accomplished on about three-quarters of a mile of the Ogunquit Road in prepa- 
ration to remove ledge and place a twenty-four (24) foot wide gravel base on 
this road. ‘The summer was spent doing the latter work. Because of unexpected- 
ly large quantities of ledge uncovered on this project only about one-half of 
the work could be done during 1977 and it is planned to return to finish this 
job in 1978. 


In the early summer a tar surface was placed on the portion of the Witch- 
trot Road built in 1976. It was our original hope to put a hot top surface on 
this road, but due to the high cost (about $15,000 more than tar) we had to 
drop it. At the same time that Witchtrot Road was tarred we also sealcoated 
about four (4) miles of existing tarred roads to keep them from deteriorating. 


In addition to these major work items a great many minor tasks such as 
dead tree removal, maintaining the dump site, replacing culverts and signs, 
etc. were accomplished throughout the year. December started what was to be 
another bad winter of weather with several storms. 


At the Annual Town Meeting the funding for a new large loader was passed 
and in early summer a Caterpillar machine which can load one of our trucks with 
just three scoops was purchased. A snowplow for the loader was also obtained. 
Thus far, the machine has proven a great time-saver and should easily repay the 
Town its purchase price over its useful life. 


As for the future, the current three year road improvement plan accepted 
by the Town Council includes: 


1978 Finishing the Ogunquit Road project between its intersections 
with Emery's Bridge Road and the Bennett Lot Road. 


Attempting to construct the portion of Wadleigh Lane between 
Academy Street and the top of the hill. 
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1979 Constructing the remaining one mile of the Bennett Lot Road that 
has never been built. 


1980 Working in conjunction with the Sewer District to rebuild Liberty 
Street and Academy Street after a new sewer main is installed. 
(If funding becomes available to the Sewer District from the 
State and Federal Governments) 


In conclusion, we ask your assistance during snowstorms by keeping ve- 
hicles and other obstructions off the Town streets and by not pushing snow 
from driveways into the streets and leaving it there. Sometimes it almost 
appears some people think we make snow. Believe us we do not. However, with 
your help and cooperation we will remove it from the streets and sidewalks as 
quickly as possible.

1977 REPORT 


To: The Honorable Town Council, the Citizens of South Berwick 
and Rudolph Naples, Town Manager 


Once again it is a great pleasure to give this Annual Report 
of the South Berwick Police Department for the year 1977. This 
year saw the Police Department stabilize for the first time in 
several years. We experienced the turnover of one officer and he 
was replaced with a fully trained officer. I attribute that to 
several things; (1) the implementation of the 40 hour work week and 
(2) the assistance and support given to the Department by the 
citizens. The Department presently consists of Sergeant Timothy 
Berry, and Patrolmen Charles DeGuisto, Richard Blake and Paul 
Plaisted. 


The year 1977 was a busy one. We saw an increase in accidents 
despite continuous traffic enforcement and Defensive Driving 
Schools. This is in part attributed to the bad weather in January 
and February of 1977. In these two months alone 26% of all the 
accidents occurred. The 1977 accident statistics were 127 accidents 
with total damages of $89,316. This amount is $46,400 more than in 
1976. South Berwick had 21 accidents involving serious personal 
injury but for the second year in a row we did not have a traffic 
fatality. Your Police Department is once again offering Defensive 
Driving Courses and will continue an aggressive traffic enforcement 
program.

SOUTH BERWICK PUBLIC LIBRARY 


1977 ANNUAL REPORT 


1977 saw the Library grow as an integral part of the South 
Berwick community. In four out of twelve months more than 1,000 
books were checked out of the Library. In one month, August, 
almost 1,400 were taken out. The impact of these figures becomes 
more significant when it is remembered that the Town has a total 
population of slightly more than 4,000 people. 


The largest undertaking of the year was the Friends of the 
Library compiling, getting published and selling a cookbook, The 
Cooks Tour of South Berwick. Despite problems with the publisher 
the cookbook turned out to be a marvelous success. Almost 575 
copies were sold as of December 31, 1977 with a net profit of 
$1,000.00. We are hopeful that the remaining copies of this 
wonderful book will be sold during 1978. 


There were few physical changes to the Library during 1977. 
However, we are hopeful that the building will be painted during 
the summer of 1978. We continue to express our gratitude toward 
The Society for the Preservation of New England Antiquities for 
their making available to us the use of the lovely colonial build- 
ing where the Library is located. 


The Library increased the number of volumes from 5469 to 5841 
during 1977 and we hope for an equal increase in 1978. The don- 
ation of two revolving paperback book stands from The Dover News 
has helped tremendously in the display of our large paperback 
collection. The Library will be receiving a badly needed new 
typewriter and file cabinet from the Tri-Berwick Lions Club. These 
donations were made following a well received speech given by 
Librarian Kitty Davis to the Lions Club. 


We would also like to mention several other events that 
occurred during 1977. On August 27, 1977, the Library held its 
annual Open House in conjunction with an Open House at the Preser- 
vation Society's neighboring Sarah Orne Jewett House. The Open 
House, as well as the Library's day to day functioning, would not 
have run so smoothly without the assistance of a dedicated group 
of volunteers of all ages. Of special attention is a well attended 
and well run children's program of activities.

A bulletin board is now available at the Library for the 
display of civic matters. Over ‘the past few months there have been 
periodic exhibits of art by local artists. 


The Library Advisory Board presently has six members with one 
vacancy. During 1978 there will be three vacancies created by 
retiring Board members. 


In conclusion we want to mention a Memorial Fund that has been 
created in the name of Ronald Estabrooke. The monies from this 
fund are to be used on behalf of children. We thank the Estabrooke 
family and all others who worked to establish this memorial.

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PARKS AND CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL REPORT 
1977 


Municipal Tree Planting Program. The Committee arranged for the 


planting of 36 trees--red and sugar maples, red oaks, and crimson 
kings--through the State-sponsored Municipal Shade Tree Planting 
Program. This brings the total of trees planted along the streets 
of the Town for the past five years to 176. The State program 
may continue into 1978 but with a significantly diminished budget. 
We agree with the State that the objectives of the tree planting 
program have been largely attained. Once again, however, we 
invite persons living in the municipal area of Town who are 
interested in having a tree or trees planted along a street to 
contact the chairman of this committee not later than the end 

of February. The Committee also arranged for the planting of 
high-bush cranberries along the Municipal Office Building drive- 
way. 


Development of Fish Conservation and Fish Resources. For the 
Fourth year now Committee members and other citizens met at 
Leigh's Mills Dam this spring to transport alewives from below 
the dam to the fresh waters of the Great Works River. Estimates 
of the number-of fish netted and transferred ranged from just 
umder 400 to over 500, a very successful conservation effort. 
The Committee also prepared a lease defining commercial alewive 
fishing rights, a proposal approved by the Town Council and by 
the State Department of Marine Resources. Our first experience 
with administering a Town-sponsored commercial fishing project 
was not a success, because the fishermen failed to live up to 
the terms of their agreement with the Town. The Committee met 
this fall with a representative of the State Department of 
Marine Resources to review all aspects of the program. We plan 
to revise the terms of the contract to correct deficiencies in 
the program. Despite this year's failure to realize financial 
profits for the Town, the Committee believes that such a commer- 
cial fishing program is desirable and feasible, and we will 
continue our efforts to make the operation successful. 


Management of the Town Forest. Now that the question of access 
€o the Town Forest is settled and its boundaries have been 
defined, the Committee has taken an active interest in plans 

for the future state of the beautiful 90-acre tract along the 
Great Works River. Twice this year the Committee has walked 
through the Forest and after these on-site inspections has 
decided to focus its attention on long-range planning and better 
supervision. At present the Committee believes that the Forest 
should be conserved as a natural area, carefully managed for its 
timber resources, and be made available to the public for acti- 
vities such as hiking, skiing, snow-shoeing, canoeing, and the 
like. 
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PARKS AND CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 
(continued) 


Protection of the Town's Waterways and Ponds. Again this year 
the Committee participated in a canoe trip down the Great Works 
River clearing blockages in order to facilitate canoeing and 

to monitor the state of the river. And again this year we have 
voted unanimously our conviction that no motorboats should be 
allowed on Cox, Round, and Warren Ponds and that a limitation 
of 7 1/2 horsepower should be placed on motorboats used on 
Knight's Pond and on the Great Works River. This year we have 
not succeeded in finding ways to implement our convictions. We 
met recently with Sterling Dow III, Executive Director of the 


Maine Association of Conservation Commissions, to discuss practi- 
cal steps the Committee might take. 


Other Activities. Once again we made arrangements to send two 
South Berwick students to the summer conservation camp at Bryant 
Pond. This year Cindy Smith and David Hilton attended the camp. 
So enthusiastic were these students' reports to the Committee 
concerning what they had learned about conservation that we hope 
to send three or four students next year... The Committee 

helped to organize and supervise the’ annual Town Roadside Clean- 
up Campaign. We estimate that about 100 citizens participated in 
the successful project this year. Volunteers succeeded in cleaning 
up over 13 miles of the Town's roadways. We sponsored a public 
meeting to hear from the University of Maine Extension Entomolo- 
gist, Mr. Arthur Gall, on the problem of termite activity in our 
area, which he described as no cause for general alarm, and which 
is often confused with the activities of carpenter ants, a more 
common hazard... We have been interested in monitoring the 
presence of wild turkeys released last winter by the State in the 
Mt. Agamenticus area. We have received notice of sightings 
throughout the year. If anyone sees one of these birds please 
contact us... We have listened to”’a complaint about the state 

of the pond adjacent to Dawson Street, referred to variously as 
"The Town Pond," "Mud Pond," and "Frog Pond." Brimming with 
water and melodic in spring, the area dries in summer to become 
less desirable in appearance. One end bordering on the Town's 
garages has suffered from dumping of fill. The Committee has 
requested that the pond be protected from further encroachments. 
If area residents are interested in cleaning up the pond, the 
Committee will be ready to assist... We have requested State 

aid in improving the boat access to the Salmon Falls River on 
Route 101... The Committee has recently been authorized by 

the Council, under the provisions of a new State law, to enlarge 
itself to seven members.

We hope that citizens will make themselves known to us and the 
Council if they would like to serve on the Parks and 
Conservation Committee, either as regular or as associate 
members. 


The Committee meets the first and third Wednesday evenings 

All 
interested persons are cordially invited to attend our sessions. 
We are pleased to report that two citizens--Richard W. Merrill 
and David R. Schumann--regularly attend our meetings as 
associate members.

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THE PLANNING BOARD 
1977 REPORT 


The Planning Board maintained a busy schedule during 1977; 
holding more than 30 regular and special meetings, plus several 
workshops and hearings. Board members also worked countless 
hours writing letters, preparing reports, consulting with the 
Code Enforcement Officer and with the Town Attorney and meetings 
with the Town Council. One proposed subdivision on Mountain Road 
was reviewed and denied. Work continued on the Tarason Enterprises 
"Wadleigh Subdivision", and.subdivision problems encountered on the 
Belle Marsh Road have been submitted to the courts for resolution. 
The Board also assisted the Town Council in preparing a ''Flood 


Plain Insurance Ordinance", which was required by the Federal Government. 


Work also continued on the Town Road Inventory and Map. 


A program to up-date the Comprehensive Plan, which was started 
in 1976, was to be completed in 1977. However, this work was 
discontinued. There were two major reasons why this work was not 
finished: (1) lack of public interest, and (2) lack of Town Council 
support. Basically, the Comprehensive Plan is a master plan for 
the Town; a guide for orderly, intelligent growth of the Town. Such 
planning provides many benefits to the Town, including economic 
benefits that affect every taxpayer. Without Town-imposed rules 
the Comprehensive Plan is a useless document. The growth plan 
cannot be implimented unless there are proper tools with which to 
do the job. The most important tool necessary for this job is 
zoning. In April of 1977, the townspeople rejected a Proposed 
Zoning Ordinance, and thus denied themselves an opportunity to 
control and plan the future of the Town. Considering this lack of 
support, the Planning Board cannot find much enthusiasm to revise 
or up-date the master plan. 


At present the Board's work is confined to administrating 
rules and regulations imposed upon the Town by the State and Federal 
Governments. These outside agencies will continue to add controls 
to towns that do not plan for themselves, and soon the townspeople 
won't have any remaining options. 


Our failure to plan is not confined merely to the subject of 
zoning; the lack of planning is evident in many areas. There is 
an attitude which pervades the core of this town; an attitude 
which blinds many of us, and creates widespread apathy. This 
attitude was clearly expressed last spring by a Councilman when he 
said, "Don't worry about the future, we'll take care of it when it 
arrives."

THE PLANNING BOARD (continued) 


A citizen of this town doesn't have to look very far to see 
the folly of this statement. For example, (1) The Agamenticus 
Wilderness is not safe from exploitation just because no multi- 
million dollar development is threatening it at the present time. 
(2) The development of at least two subdivisions may be curtailed 
because the Water District did not do some timely planning. (3) 
Local taxes are out of balance because our assessors refused to plan 
for realistic valuations. Now the State has forced us to correct 
this problem. (4) Costly legal fees involved in recent town road 
issues can be traced to poor planning. Many other examples of faulty 
planning, and outright lack of planning, can be cited. 


The Planning Board was established to aid the Town in planning 
for sensible and economical growth. The Board desires to provide 
this service, but it needs the support of the citizens and the : 
Council. We thank all those people who have attended our meetings 
and hearings. We are grateful to those who have encouraged us 
in our efforts to properly serve this Town.

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THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


1977 REPORT 


The Recreation Committee had a very successful year during 
1977. The program has now expanded so that it encompasses most 
of the year and reaches all segments of the community. The pro- 
gram is administered year round by the Director, while the 
major thrust remains the six week summer program. 


During the winter season, Powder House Hill opened six 
weekends during 1977. Unfortunately, a major breakdown occurred 
just prior to February school vacation and forced an early 
curtailment of operation. Also, coed basketball programs for 
fourth, fifth and sixth graders was very successful with 82 
participating. An all-star team appeared in three post season 
games and made a good showing. The Committee also sponsored a 
yoga program for adults which was filled to capacity. This 
program was again offered in the fall and again was filled with 
25 participants. 


The summer program offered activities for the youth of the 
community on a daily basis, while offering instruction in 
tennis and swimming for both youth and adults on a fee basis.

More than 150 children took advantage 
of our instructional swim program, while an evening swim pro- 
gram accomodate 12 adults. Many more children took advantage 
of an open swim which took place on a daily basis. 


Junior Olympics, Playday with Eliot, horseback riding, and 
the mountain trip were among the highlights of the Friday 
special programs. The Senior Citizens took two bus trips, one 
to Boothbay Harbor and one to the White Mountains. Both were 
very will attended and enjoyed by the participants. The second 
Annual Tennis Tournment drew a field of 18 men and good 
spectator interest.

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SOUTH BERWICK HEALTH COUNCIL 
REPORT 1977 


In the fall of 1977, a group of about 20 women joined 
together to form the South Berwick Health Council, at the 
urging and with the support of Mrs. Hinds, SAD 35 nurse, Mr. 
Naples, Town Manager and the Town Council. 


Our initial aim was to aid in the flouridation program at 
Central School, held early in February, 1978, and with the 
immunization program there. 


Our secondary aims were seemingly only a hope, however, 
a meeting with representatives of York County Health Services, 
Inc. in December resulted in having our first Well Child Health 
Clinic take place on January 11, 1978 and what a success. We 
had 19 children come that day. Our clinic provides physical 
exams, immunizations, vision and hearing tests, hemoglobin and 
lead screening and developmental appraisals. All this is possible 
for a maximum of $7.00 with the fee being adjusted to income. This 
clinic will take place the second Wednesday of every month and 
appointments can be made through Cheryl Goodwin (384-5653) or 
Janet Klebaur (384-4041). We also hope to aid in adult screening 
clinics in conjunction with York County Health Services, Inc. 
and to support other health programs where we can. 


We meet the first Wednesday of every month and we welcome 
all who are interested in helping us.

YORK COUNTY HEALTH SERVICES 
1977 REPORT 


York County Health Services is a non-profit community 
health agency with offices located in Saco, Waterboro, Wells 
and Sanford. It is from these offices that nurses, therapists 
and health aides are dispatched to residents in nearby towns 
throughout the county. 


In South Berwick, nurses made 120 visits to adults in 
their homes during 1977, January to December, while they 
visited children on 105 occasions. 


Children came to our clinics on 46 occasions and nearly 
14% were referred to their doctor or to other health care 
sources for further diagnosis and treatment. 


South Berwick's tax allocation to York County Health 


Services ensures home health care, clinics and other commu- 
nity health services to all requiring such care. 
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YORK HOSPITAL VISITING NURSE PROGRAM 


REPORT 


To the Town Council and the Citizens of South Berwick: 


The York Home Health Agency serves the Town of York, York 
Harbor, York Beach, Cape Neddick, Eliot, and South Berwick. 
Care is given on an intermittent basis, in accordance with 
a doctor's approval and plan of care. Medicare, Medicaid, 
and few insurance companies help to meet the cost of home 
health service. However, many patients do not qualify for 
| any assistance and a fee is charged according to ability to 
| pay. No patient will be excluded from receiving care on 
| inability to pay. 
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During 1977 the agency personnel made a total of 315 visits 
to 25 patients in South Berwick, of which 6 visits were made 
to patients who were not covered by a third party payor. 


We continue to make the York Home Health Agency available 
to the community. Anyone desiring assistance or more 
information regarding home health care may call the York 
Hospital - 363-4321.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


Regulation: 


The Company is subject to the regulatory authority of the Public Utili- 
ties Commission of the State of Maine as to financial reporting and other matters. 


Property, Plant and Equipment: 

Utility property is stated at cost and depreciated on the straight line 
method at rates varying from 1% to 16 2/3%. Water property retirements are charged 
in total to the accumulated depreciation account when they occur. 

Materials and Supplies: 

Inventories of materials and supplies are stated at cost. 

Unamortized Debt Discount and Expense: 

Cost incurred to issue long-term bonds together with discounts allowed 
at the time of sale are amortized on a straight line basis over the term of the 
bond issue. j 
NOTE 2 - INVESTMENTS: 

Bond Sinking Fund: 

Custody of sinking fund assets is maintained by the Trustees of the Dis- 
trict.

NOTE 3 - LONG-TERM DEBT: 

First Issue Bonds - 4 1/4% - $190,000. 

These bonds were issued on October 1, 1960 and mature October 1, 1980.

TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


To the Honorable Town Council and 
Citizens of South Berwick: 


It is an enjoyable task to submit to you the Annual 
Report for the year 1978, for once again in 1978 the people of 
South Berwick progressed well in dealing with the concerns of 
our community. It would be impossible to highlight every 
happening that has made 1978 a unique milestone in South Ber- 
wick's history. This report attempts to spotlight the most 
important events that involved your town's government in 1978. 


PROGRESS REPORT 


“hy The completion and referendum vote on a comprehensive 
zoning ordinance--This exact same heading led off my 1977 
progress report. After the defeat of the zoning ordinance pro- 
posed in April of 1977, many people were still much concerned 
with South Berwick's lack of regulation of land use and the 
ensuing problems of haphazard, costly growth. In the spring 

of 1978 the Conservation Committee sponsored a "South Berwick 
Update'' meeting at which the local boards and committees and 
the town departments discussed South Berwick's present and 
potential future problems. After listing many of them such as 
unimproved roads, unguided growth, undesirable land uses and 
improper use of natural resources, the conclusion was drawn 
that zoning the town should be looked at again. The Town 
Council and Planning Board spent the summer writing a zoning 
ordinance in tune with the needs of South Berwick now. After 
several public hearings in the fall, the Town Council and . 
Planning Board members themselves passed a petition among towns- 
people so that the proposed ordinance would go directly to a 
town vote rather than being first enacted by the Town Council. 
On November 7 at the general election the largest number of ; 
voters to ever vote on a zoning ordinance in South Berwick turne¢ 
out and the vote went in favor of the ordinance. With this vote 
South Berwick relinquished the title of being the largest town 
left in York County without a zoning ordinance. In last year's © 
report at this point, I noted that lack of land use regulations ~ 
was leaving the possibility of South Berwick's character, person- 
ality and overall image changing from a pleasing village - rural 
atmosphere to "suburban sprawl''. I applaud the town's foresight 
in acting to deter this from happening. Rarely is there a week 
that goes by that we-in the town office don't hear a favorable ~ 
comment about our community's beauty. We look forward to hearing 
these comments continue as South Berwick grows. P| 


i The decision to seek a court judgment as to the status 

of Belle Marsh Road--In early 1978 the Town Council decided to 
seek a declaratory judgment regarding whether approximately 
three-fourths (3/4), about 1.6 miles, of Belle Marsh Road is 

or is not a town road. This decision was made after much dis- 
cussion in 1977 by the Town Council of requests that the road be 
maintained to reach houselots being developed on it. The case 
was heard in early October with the Town backing its claim that 
the road is "abandoned" under state law definitions with much 
evidence and testimony and some property owners providing rebut- 
tal. We expect to receive a judgment on the case in the spring 
of 1979. This case involves potential costs in road construction 
which were estimated at over $150,000 two years ago due to the 
inadequacy of the present roadbed to handle today's typical year 
around traffic. 


on The vote not to have a Charter Commission--After consid- 
erable comment by some townspeople during 1978, on December 16, 


1978 a vote on whether to establish a Charter Commission to 
review the current Charter and possibly recommend changes was 
held. The vote went 397 to 255 for not establishing the Charter 
Commission. The current Charter is designed to have the town 
government run as closely as possible to a business. Services 
and goods provided with town tax money are to be expended so 
that the maximum number of townspeople benefit - even if this 
means saying no on occasion to some requests which are bene- 
ficial to only a small minority. In business the goal is to 
maximize profit. In our government we attempt to maximize ser- 
vices and goods provided with tax dollars. The town's support 
of this concept is most gratifying. 


4, The tennis-ice facility completed--Pursuant with the town 
meeting vote, in the summer she Low WlasoLlafolPapoInceio£ 
Portsmouth was accepted to construct the four tennis courts 

that are insulated so that they may be flooded for ice skating. 
The project*was completed in October and had some tennis usage 
before winter. The winter thus far has seen poor weather con- 
ditions for ice skating, but whenever ice has been available 

the rink has-been well used. 


hs es The tax revaluation and remappin rograms started--Also, 
pursuant with the Annual Town Meeting, the revaluation program 
contract was awarded to the Cole-Layer-Trumble Co. of Portland 
and the remapping program was awarded to the James W. Sewall 

Co. of Old Town. Both programs were well along by the end of 
1978 and the deadline of mid-1979 should be met without problem. 
This work should make the tax assessments on all property much 
more fair than the 1966 figures in use now. Also, the 1979 

tax rate should be much reduced from the past year's tax rate 
as the value of property has gone up dramatically in the last 
twelve years.

hi Solid Waste Disposal Solution--Last year under this item, © 
I mentioned that some nearby towns were studying the possibility = 
of a regional pollution-free incinerator to dispose of waste. In 
mid-1978 twelve communities in the Durham, N. H. area voted to ' 
form a cooperative to operate such an incineration system. Also, Jo 
Sanford, Maine is still investigating the possibility of operatinj 
a similar regional incinerator. Both of these systems would pro- Wat 
duce steam to sell to pay part of the operation costs. In antici- 
pation of joining one these systmes, a special town meeting in bod 
June and another in October funded preliminary and final plans : 
for a transfer station at the present dumpsite. This station 
would prepare wastes to be transported to one of the above-men- 
tioned sites for disposal. Hopefully, this will come to be in 
1980. .

The Police Department personnel had a significant turn- | li 

over in 1978 as four new people joined the Department. The turn- | thet 
over included the appointment of a new Police Chief. The Maine || & 
Municipal Association was hired to assist in screening Police a {ney 


Chief applicants and proved to be of great benefit in aiding the 
Town Council and myself to establish the job parameters and in 
the actual interviewing of candidates. From this process Sgt. 


Timothy Berry of the Department was promoted to Police Chief. 

True concern for the public's safety and treating everyone fairly 
has proven to be Tim's trademark. The Police Department realized 
a crime clearance rate of 36% in 1978 which placed it among the 
highest in York County. In 1978, two dispatchers were hired to 
provide local police, fire and rescue squad dispatching from 8 A.M. 
to midnight, Monday through Friday. This system has worked well. 


In the areas of tax assessment and code enforcement, the 
two part-time positions of assessor assistant and code enforcement 
officer were combined and Robert Worthley was hired to do both 
jobs. Bob has proved himself well in this position in the last 
six months. As the revaluation is completed in 1979, I am sure 
that townspeople meeting him will agree to his abilities. Ken 
Main, our previous Code Enforcement Officer, who didn't wish to 
work in both capacities here, was hired by the Town of Kittery as 
Code Enforcement Officer. I wish him well at that position. 


In the Town Office, the State has allowed us to start 
doing most functions in the area of new auto registrations. This 
has worked well and has also proven to be a cost-savings to the 
taxpayers. 


While in the departmental area, I would like to ask 
that everyone please look carefully at the 1978 town payroll 
figures page in this report. After reviewing that, please give 
careful consideration to Warrant Article #19. After much debate, 
the Town Council has requested funding for a one-time professional 
pay and job classification study and adjustment of employees’ 
wages. To keep pay in line with job responsibilities and authority, 
I feel quite strongly that this review is needed now to keep good 
employees in the future. 


FUTURE 


The 1977 Progress Report noted that several "1977 
issues" would be with us in 1978. In 1978 the issue of land use 
regulation and the resultant pressure on town services was addressed 
| with positive action in the form of a zoning ordinance. The issue 
| of low quality tax assessment was also settled with the vote for a 
tax revaluation. Still to be resolved of the "1977 issues" are 
solid waste disposal and rural roads status. New issues including 
the tremendous industrial development of neighboring North Berwick 
are sure to come up in the year ahead. Change in the future is 
inevitable. 


CONCLUSION 


During 1978 the cooperation and hardwork of all of the 
town officials, town employees and the general public often made 
seemingly impossible tasks easy to accomplish. I thank all of 
you for your efforts to make South Berwick a better town for all

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Board of Assessors Report for 1978 


Significant steps were taken in 1978 toward improving tax 
assessment administration in South Berwick. A contract was 
signed with James Sewall Company of Old Town to prepare a 
complete new set of property tax maps. There are numerous errors 
in the old maps and it seemed the best way to correct the 
situation was to hire a professional firm to remap the entire 
town. The new maps should be available in the spring of 1979. 
These maps will not replace a property survey in terms of 
accuracy but we hope that they will more accurately locate all 
parcels of land in Town. 


Also in 1978, a contract was signed with Cole-Layer-Trumble 
Company of Portland to revalue all taxable property and all 
non-taxable real estate in Town. The primary purpose of this 
project is to insure that all taxable property is being taxed at 


» a level which is fair to everyone. The goal of a revaluation is 


to develop a system that will estimate the market value of each 
parcel of property in Town. This project should be completed in 
the early summer of 1979. Notices of the new assessments will 
be sent to each property owner prior to the tax billing so that 
there will be adequate time for review and discussion of any 
questions. 


We expect a very busy year in 1979 but the end result 
should be a far more equitable and useful tax assessment program. 


Any time you have questions regarding assessments or 
related matters, feel free to contact the office. Remember, the 


Assessors determine the assessed value of each property but, the 
Town Meeting and School Budget Meeting determine the tax rate.

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PROPERTY SALE INFORMATION 


Whenever property is bought and sold there are numerous 
costs involved. These may include title search, bank charges, 
legal fees, tax stamps, recording fees, and property taxes. Some 
of these costs are the responsibility of the buyer, others are 
paid by the seller;but the one they share is property taxes. The 
property tax year is April 1 through March 31. Each time property 
changes ownership, the current year's taxes must be considered. 
Usually, the taxes are prorated based on the date of the sale. 
For example, the date of sale is September 1, the seller should 
expect to pay the taxes to that date, or 5/12 of the current bill. 
The buyer should expect to pay the remaining 7/12 for the period 
September 1 through March 31. If there is a bank or other lending 
agency involved, they will insure that the taxes are paid. If 
there is no lending agency involved, the parties, especially the 
buyer, should insure proper disposition of any outstanding taxes 
including the current year. If the sale occurs prior to the 
mailing of tax bills, we will provide an estimate of the current 
year taxes for any given property. This can be done by phone, but 
may require a few days notice. There were more than 200 transfers 
of property in South Berwick in 1978. In some cases, the buyer 
found out after the closing that the taxes had not been properly 
considered and paid. ALWAYS insist that property taxes be a part 
of the consideration when you buy or sell property and further 
make sure you understand how your share is determined.

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Code Enforcement Officer Report for 1978 


In August 1978 the Code Enforcement Officer and Assessors' 
Assistant positions were combined into one full-time position. 
At the time, Harold "Ken" Main, who had so ably administered 
the Code Enforcement Office, left and later was selected as the 
Code Enforcement Officer in Kittery. We miss Ken's expertise 
and affable personality and wish him well in his new position. 


The number of permits issued increased by about 20% over 
1977. Permits for new single family dwellings were the same 
as 1977 but there were three permits issued for a total of 60 
dwelling units which places the total number of dwellings units 
far ahead of past years. These permits were issued to Robert 
Levesque, 36 units; York-Cumberland Housing Assoc., 22 units; 
and Daniel Lynch, 2 units. Following is a general breakdown of 
building permits:

These permits along with the 102 plumbing permits netted 
the Town $5,331.87 in fees. This is an increase of $2,137.12 
over 1977 receipts. The estimated cost of construction for 
this work was nearly $2,300,000. 


There were no substantial changes in the Plumbing Code 
during 1978 nor are there any expected revisions for 1979. We 
finally have a chance to become familiar with one set of rules 
before they get changed. 


The primary change of local regulations came with the 
enactment of the Zoning Ordinance in November 1978. This 
appears to be a very positive step in light of the anticipated 
growth in the area and the fact that almost all of the 
surrounding towns already have zoning ordinances and many are 
talking about limiting the growth rate in their communities. 
It seems at this time that the impact on the individual 
property owner will be minimal.

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Highway Department 
1978 Report 
In 1978 the Highway Department experienced one of the 
busiest years ever building and maintaining Town roads. 


The early months of 1978 saw the second winter in a row 
of extremely bad weather. The snowstorms of January 20th and 


February 6th and 7th dumped large amounts of snow which demanded 


considerable efforts to keep our roads passable. This was our 
first winter of snowplowing with the new Caterpillar loader. 


It proved itself well, especially in keeping roads with drifting 


problems open. In all likelihood, the Knight's Pond Road near 
Route 4 would have been closed by snow on February 7th if the 


new loader hadn't been available. Considering Boston's problems 
during and after this storm, we are very pleased with our crew's 


handling of it. 


When spring arrived we spent time repairing roads from the 
winter's damage. After that was accomplished the construction 
of the Ogunquit Road between Emery's Bridge Road and Bennett 
Lot Road started in 1977 was continued. Approximately one- 
thousand (1000) cubic yards of ledge was removed in order to 
eliminate a dangerous, sharp curve and widen the road bed. By 
late summer this project was approximately 90% complete. Due 
to the lack of money available to remove all of the ledge 


encountered, the completion of the project was moved up to 1979. 


In late summer we constructed the dirt portion of Wadleigh 
Lane (approximately 800 feet) to an eighteen foot wide road. 
We had originally planned on a twenty-four foot roadway. 


However, the land to expand the road surface could not be obtain- 
ed. Once the gravel was in place we had the base asphalt placed 


on the surface. In 1979 we plan to lay a second course of 
hottop to complete the job. 


In addition to these major projects, approximately three 
miles of tar roads were sealed, many dead trees were cut, the 
dumpsite was maintained, many signs and culverts were replaced 
and, of course, many potholes were patched during 1978. 


December started what was to be the third year of bad winter 


weather ina row. 


Looking toward the future, the three year construction 
program accepted by the Town Council during 1979 budget 
deliberation includes: 


1979 Finishing the Ogunquit Road project. 


Starting the improvement of the dirt portion of 
Emery's Bridge Road in order to be tarred. 
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Highway Department (Continued) 


1980 ~Continuing work on the Emery's Bridge Road. 
Tarring the dirt portion of Thurrell Road. 


1981 Working with the Sewer District to reconstruct 
‘Liberty and Academy Streets after a new sewer 
system is installed in them. (If funding from 
-the State and Federal Governments becomes 
available to the Sewer District.) 


With the end of the '77-'78 winter season, Paul Hussey, Sr. 
ended a longtime tradition of contracting to snowplow the Tatnic 
area for the Town. We want to express our sincere gratitude 
to Paul and his sons for serving South Berwick so well over the 
years. Few realize how hard this job has been. 


In this time of concern for government spending, we would 
like to point out that you can help save tax money by keeping 
vehicles and other obstructions off the roadways during snow- 
storms and by not plowing snow into roadways. By doing these 
Simple things roads do not have to be replowed as often, and the 
potential of damaging Town snowplows is lessened. This repre- 
sents money you can Save. 


We want to thank everyone who has helped us in 1978. We 
look forward to the coming year.

1978 Report 


Municipal Shade Tree Planting Program The Committee arranged to 
have is trees (14 Sugar Maples ae 4 Red Oaks) planted within 
the Town of South Berwick in 1978. This brings the total number 
of trees to 194 which have been planted over the past six years 
under the State sponsored Municipal Shade Tree Planting Program. 
This year, however, the State cut back significantly with fund- 
ing and has indicated that perhaps 1979 will be the last year 
funding is available. 


Fisheries Conservation The development of an Alewife Fishery was 


not at all successful in 1978. The Town did not get an acceptable 


bid to commercially harvest Alewives and no contract was issued. 
Commercial fishing went on anyway, however, through a legal loop- 
hole which allowed for the fishing of Bluebacked Herring (consid- 
ered to be the same species by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
but not by the Maine Department of Marine Resources). This situ- 
ation will exist until the State Lesislature includes the Blue- 
backed Herring as a regulated species. 

During April many residents observed (at night) the commer- 
cial fishing of "elvers" below the dam at Rt. 4. The Committee 
followed the operation and found the fishermen very cooperative. 
("Elvers" is a term used by fishermen to describe the larval 
stage of the American Eel Anguila rostrata. This species spawn 
in the Sargasso Sea in the North Atlantic northeast of the West 
Indies. After hatching the larval eels (also called glass eels 
because of their transparent bodies) migrate back to rivers and 
streams in North America. This migration may take as long as two 
years. After entering fresh water they remain and grow for up 
to 15 years, then return to the Sargasso Sea to breed.) The 
fishermen catching these eels this year were packaging the live 
eels for air shipment to Japan where they would be raised for 
food. Next year, should residents again see this night fishing 
operation and be interested in finding out more, please call a 
member of the Committee and we will be glad to assist you. 


Town Forest Management Careful study is being made of the Town 
Forest for its potential multiple use by residents. Access has 
been finalized and the forest boundaries surveyed. The Committee 
has made many on site surveys marking boundaries and gathering 
information necessary to formulate a long range plan for the Town 
Forest. Several areas within the forest can be set aside for 
aesthetic-ecological significance and other areas can be used for 
recreational purposes. The Committee also plans to use part of 


the forest for propagation of trees to be used for future Municipal 


Shade Tree Programs. 


Town Roadside Cleanup The Committee helped organize and supervise 


the Annual Town Roadside Cleanup on May 6th. Over 150 residents 
participated in the annual project. In appreciation for the fine 
job cleaning town roads a picnic following the cleanup was held 
at Berwick Academy for all participants. The picnic was made 
possible by the generous donation from businesses in Town. 
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Parks and Conservation Committee (Continued) 


Annual River Cleanu April 20th we again held our annual canoe 
trip down the Great Works River to clean blockages caused by 
winter storms. This year we had an extremely active group and 

_ succeeded in removing more debris than ever before. In 1979 
this event will be held again and is open to everyone interested 
in having a "good time". The Great Works River is one of the 
most beautiful natural resources we have here in Town. Anyone 
who has not canoed the Great Works River should plan to do it 
this year. 


Other Activities Once again two South Berwick students were sent 

to Summer Conservation Camp at Bryant Pond. This year John Crothers 
and Edward Batchelder attended camp and learned a great deal 

about conservation. Their account to the Committee of their 
experiences at camp indicated to us that this is a very worthwhile 
activity to continue next year. 

The Committee has been very active with the U.S.D.A. in the 
study of the Mt. Agamenticus area, its significance and possible 
long range use. 

Young turkeys have been sighted this year in the Mt. Agamen- 
ticus area which indicates some degree of breeding success with 
the wild turkeys released in 1976 by the State. Any additional 
Sightings would be of interest to the Committee and we would 
appreciate anyone sighting wild turkeys to let us know. 


We hope that citizens will make themselves known to us and the 
Council if they would like to serve on the Parks and Conservation 
Committee, either as regular or as associate members. 


The Committee meets the first and third Wednesday evenings of the 
month at 7:00 P.M. in the Municipal Office Building. All 
interested persons are invited to attend our sessions.

The 1978 Planning Board started rather slowly as 80% of 
the members were lost by resignation or expiration of their 
terms. We were very fortunate in replacing all this lost 
experience with four dedicated members and two dedicated assoc- 
iate members. By doing alot of extra homework, holding extra 
workshops and with the willing co-operation of the Town Manager, 
Code Enforcement Officer, members of the Council, past members 
of the Board and interested citizens we were able to keep up 
with the work load. We were also able to take care of all 
problems brought before us with absolutely no postponments or 
loss of time: 


The final recapitulation for the year shows: 
9 subdivisions processed 
3 subdivisions still open 
2 subdivisions withdrawn 
1 subdivision refused 


Of the nine subdivisions approved, one was Housing for the 
Elderly on the Grant property on Portland Street which we feel 
will be of great help to some of our Senior Citizens. Another 
of great interest was the one hundred one-bedroom apartments on 
Route #236. This type of development can be a decided asset to 
the economy of the Town. 


During this period the Board and Council worked as a team 
in drafting and submitting for the voters approval, a new 
Zoning Ordinance. This Ordinance was passed on November 7, 1978. 
It was a great tribute to the members of both Boards to be able 
to work so closely on such a controversial issue and come up 
with a plan that was acceptable to the voters. Some of the 
meetings were rather hectic but as everyone was working for the 
best interests of the Town all issues ended up with a unaminous 
vote.

1978 Report 


During the year of 1978, the recreation program went through 
a number of changes which will effect recreation opportunity 
in the years to come. At the March Town Meeting appropriations 
were approved for a Municipal Ice and Tennis Facility which 
was completed in September of this year. The Facility is located 
off Highland Avenue and consists of four (4) plexipave tennis 
courts with lights for night tennis. During the winter months 
the arena turns into an ice arena and is flooded and maintained 
by Berwick Academy. Berwick Academy has purchased a Zamboni for 
resurfacing the ice and is open evenings and weekends. 


During January and February, Powder House Hill operated five 
(5) evenings and two (2) weekends. Operation was not possible 
at other times due to lack of snow and hazardous conditions. 
Twenty-five skiers was the average nightly attendance while forty 
per day during the weekend. 


During February, 240 went by bus to the Ice Capades at the 
Portland Civic Center and during March to a Celtics game where 
40 participated. Also included in trips to sporting events was 
the annual Red Sox Day where 100 participated. 


During the spring two courses of Yoga were offered and the 
attendance averaged 25 per course. More courses are planned for 
1979 along with evening adult tennis instruction in the spring. 


The summer program had a large registration in all areas 
and the adult and children tennis were filled along with swimm- 
ing courses. The gymnastics program was again offered and over 
80 children participated in that program. Daily programs got 
off to a slow start but grew continually during the summer, 
while arts and crafts drew an average of 35 per day. Friday 
programs had an average attendance of 45 with a large turnout 
for Beach Day, the Mountain Trip, and the trip to Benson's 
Wild Animal Farm. 


I would like to thank all my summer staff especially the 
Assistant Director, Sandy Trembley, Waterfront Director, Dawn

1978 Report 


South Berwick Rescue Squad experienced another eventful and 
productive year. 


The major highlight of the year was the signing of an 
agreement with Design Consultants of Lewiston, Maine for the 
erection of a medical facility in South Berwick to meet the needs 
of a growing community. This new facility will service the 
surrounding towns as well as South Berwick. 


The Squadmen responded to 264 emergency calls during 1978, 
up 18% from 1977. All Squad personnel are well versed in 
emergency techniques. Many hours are spent attending E.M.T. 
courses and other related first aid seminars. A few members 
have attended Legislative hearings in Augusta in order to convey 
our knowledge of ambulance procedure, to assist the lawmakers 
in being aware of certain procedures before enacting laws which 
will hinder rather than help the victims of an emergency. The 
Squad has been successful in changing some pending Legislation 
concerning ambulance requirements and procedures. 


Escalating costs to maintain the ambulances and squad 
equipment have been met by the generosity of individual 
donations. The memorial donations have helped us to keep our 
life saving equipment to the best available.

In this year's Town Report you will find a check off list 
for the installation of wood stoves and chimneys. Anyone who 
is burning wood, or planning to, should make sure that the stove 
and chimney is installed according to this list. If you have 
any questions about wood stove installation, please call the 
Fire Department at 384-2731. All houses in South Berwick should 
have a smoke detector for the protection of their family and 
property. This small amount of cost could save the lives of 
your family someday. 


This year the Town purchased nine fire coats for the fire- 
fighters. The men voted to buy twenty six more coats. By 
buying the coats in one package, we saved the Town over fifteen 
hundred dollars. The coats are made of Nomex material which 
will withstand much more heat than our old canvas coats. 


To upgrade the protection of our firefighters, I have 
requested funds in this year's budget to purchase four air 
packs so we can go into a smoke filled building with depend- 
able equipment. .

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INSPECTION CHECK LIST FOR 
SOLID FUEL BURNING FREE STANDING STOVES OR RANGES 


1. Is the appliance listed for this type of installation? 

- If the stove is a listed appliance, is it installed accord- 

ing to its listing? 

3. Is the stove in good condition? 

4. Is the smoke collar tight and screwed, rivited or welded 
in its place? 

5. Is the operating and installation manual available for the 
homeowner? 

6. Is the stove located so that it will not block any exits, 
doors or passageways? 

7. %Is the stove located so that children may not readily come 
in contact with the appliance when it is hot? 

8. Are the proper tools readily available for the operation of 
the stove, such as poker, shovel and ash bucket with metal 
cover? 

9. Do not use flammable liquids to light the stove. 

10. Are there smoke or heat detectors protecting this dwelling? 


CLEARANCES: RADIANT TYPE STOVE 


1. Are the clearances from combustibles 36" from the sides 
and rear of the stove, and 36" in front? (If the answer is 
no, then the combustibles must be protected.) 

2. If the clearance is 18" to a combustible, is the combustible 
protected with no less than \%" asbestos millboard, spaced 
out one inch from the combustible and one inch from the 
floor so that air will circulate between the protection and 
the combustible? 

3. If the legs of the stove are 18" or more, is the floor 
protected with sheet metal no less than 24 gauge? 

4. Does the floor protection extend no less than 6" beyond the 
sides and rear of the stove and no less than 18" in the 
front? (Note: These distances are minimum and 18" all the 
way around is better.) 

5. If the length of the legs of the stove are from 6 to 18; 
is the combustible floor protected with no less than 24 
gauge sheet metal over \%" asbestos millboard? 

6. If the legs of the stove are 6" or less, is the combustible 
floor protected by using 4 inch hollow masonry laid to 
provide air circulation through the masonry layer covered 
by a sheet of not less than 24 gauge sheet metal? (Note: 
brick, stone and asbestos cement board DO NOT protect 
combustibles.) 

7. Are any fabrics close to the appliance? (Drying clothes 
on the appliance is not permissable.) 


CHIMNEY CHECK LIST FOR STOVE INSTALLATIONS 


1. Does the chimney extend at least 3 feet through the roof 
and 2 feet higher than anything within ten feet from it? 

2. Does the top of the chimney appear in good repair? 

3. Is there a cleanout located at the base of a masonry or a 
cleanout tee located at the bottom of a factory built 
chimney?

Is there a lining in the masonry chimney of the 5/8" fire 
clay type? 

Is there a minimum of 2" clearance from the masonry and 
factory built chimney from combustible materials all the way 
up through the dwelling? 

Does the chimney appear tight in construction for its entire 
length? 

A chimney should be inspected every six months or at least 
once a year. 

Is the chimney on the inside of the dwelling? (Note: A 
chimney on the outside produces low draft and may create 
problems smoking up the home when using solid fuel.) 

Does the chimney produce the proper draft required by the 
appliance? 

Burning wood slowly creates serious soot and creosote 
problems. 

If a chimney fire occurs, shut off all air supplies to the 
chimney. : 

Is there a fire clay or metal thimble at the opening for 
the connection of the appliance? 

Is there evidence of more than one natural draft burner on 
a flue? 

Is there any reduction in flue area size from the appliance 
to the top of the chimney? (Note: The smoke pipe collar 

on the appliance is designed for the output rating of the 
appliance and this shall never be reduced.) 

Are all old openings where connector holes have been 
sealed, sealed with brick and mortar, the same thickness 
as the existing walls of the chimney? 

Is the chimney 4 inches thick (if made of brick) and 12 
inches thick (if made of rough stone masonry) ? 


CHECK LIST FOR CHIMNEY CONNECTORS 


Is the smoke pipe reduced in size smaller than the appliance 
connector? 

Is the smoke pipe 24 gauge or heavier? 

Is the smoke pipe pitched up from the appliance to the 
chimney connector at least %" to the foot? 

Is the smoke pipe as short a run as possible? 

Does the smoke pipe pan through any floor or ceiling? 

If the smoke pipe pans through any wall or partition, is it 
properly protected with ventilated thimble or cut away to 
provide the proper clearance of 3 times the smoke pipe 
diameter? 

Clearance above smoke pipe should be no less than 18 inches. 
For proper burning, wood should be cut and dried for one 
year before burning. 

All homes in South Berwick should have a smoke detector.

1978 Report 


The South Berwick Health Council has been very active and 
productive in its second year. We have assisted York County 
Health Services in sponsoring and working at Well Child Clinics 
held monthly at the First Parish Federated Church. We have had 
a tremendous response to these clinics seeing South Berwick 
children ranging from the ages of birth to twelve years old. 
Additionally, the Health Council has assisted York County Health 
Services in two Adult Multi-Phasic Screening Clinics, one in the 
spring and one in the fall. The tests offered at these clinics 
are blood pressure readings, pap smear, glaucoma testing, diabetic 
screening, urinalysis, and hemoglobin check. The response to 
these clinics has also been good and with time we hope even 
more people will use these health clinics. Remember - All of 
the clinics that are held for adults and children are available 
to all of the Citizens of South Berwick for a very minimal fee 
and service is never denied due to lack of funds. We have also 
sponsored a voluntary flouride program at Central School with 
excellent results and are planning to make this an annual event. 
The Health Council assists the school nurse in hearing and eye 
testing of elementary school children. 


We meet the first Wednesday of every month at 9:30 A.M. at 
the First Parish Federated Church. As we look forward to another 


healthy and productive year, we welcome any interested persons 
to join us!

1978 Report 


To: The Honorable Town Council, the Citizens of South Berwick 
and Rudolph Naples, Town Manager 


I am very pleased to give this Annual Report of the South 
Berwick Police Department for the year 1978. This year saw a 
complete change in police personnel and positions. The 
Department presently consists of the following Officers: Gary 
Arris, Clifford Parkinson, Frank Waters and Jeffrey Daigneault. 


The year 1978 was a busy one. The number of motor vehicle 
accidents totaled 126, one less than last year. The total 
damages caused by these accidents was $105,883. This amount is 
$16,400 more than in 1977. 


South Berwick had 35 accidents involving personal injury. 
This includes one fatality. Your Police Department continued 
Defensive Driving Courses and more are planned for 1979. 


We will continue a highly aggressive Traffic Enforcement 
Program aimed at reducing traffic accidents and making the 
streets and highways in South Berwick safer for you to travel. 


During the last year the Police Department has given 
tours and spoken with elementary school children about the 
Police Department and what its duties are. We also spoke with 
the Career Class at the Junior High School. 


A Crime Prevention Program has been introduced and will 
be continued and, hopefully, expanded in the upcoming year. 


The Department carried on with its Public Service Programs 
by sponsoring Defensive Driving Courses, Bicycle Registrations, 
Crime Prevention Programs and Business and Security Checks. 
These will be continued in 1979 and also a Juvenile Program 
will be established. This program hopefully will help the 
youth of the Town to understand and learn about their Police 
Department. 


In 1978, your Police Department had a crime clearance rate 
of 36% as determined by the State Department of Public Safety. 
79.6% cash value of property stolen was recovered. This places 
the Department near to the top of the list in York County.

1978 Report 


1978 was a quiet but constructive year for the South Berwick 
Public Library. It was the Library's seventh year of existence 
in Town and it is continuing to be an ever more established part 
of this Town's life. 


In July the Library entered into a three year written lease 
with the Library building's owner, the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of New England Antiquities. This is the first time the 
Library has had a formal leasing arrangement with the Society. 
It was written to insure the continued use by the Library of its 
present location on the first floor of the Eastman House. Under 
the new arrangement with the Society the Library pays a minimal 
rental which is contributed for the term of the lease by the 
"Friends of the Library." 


During August the Eastman House was painted. The job done 
was a thorough one, and the building again looks as lovely as 
it should. The cost was divided evenly between the Society and 
the Library. The Library's share of the cost came from profits 
earned selling the Friend's cookbook, A Cooks Tour of South Berwick 
during 1977 and 1978. We appreciate and want to acknowledge the 
help of the Friends, whose work made the cookbook such a success, 
and also the patronage of those who purchased this excellent book. 


In the early part of 1978 the Library Board conducted a 
written survey of 15 similar sized surrounding town libraries. 
The results were informative. Although the South Berwick Public 
Library is open more hours and had more books checked out than 
most of the libraries surveyed,it had the fifth smallest budget 
and the second smallest number of volumes available for circul- 
ation. Following that survey the Board members discussed and 
evaluated the Library's present status in Town and how we can 
continue to best serve this community. 


The Library is fortunate in having Kitty Davis as its 
Librarian. She is dedicated, faithful and enjoyable to work 
with. One of the projects Kitty started during 1978 was a pro- 
gram involving upper primary age children serving as library 
aides. These children are volunteers who assist the Librarian. 
They are expected to perform their jobs independently, punctu- 
ally and faithfully. They do this and their efforts are felt 
and appreciated by both the Librarian and those who use the 
Library. This program has received the attention of the U.N.H. 
summer library course and the Southern Maine Regional Library 
system.

In each of the Library's past years the number of volumes 
checked out has increased. 1978 was no exception, with the 
lowest number for any month being 700 books, or approximately 
20 books per day. In each of nine other months more than 1,000 
volumes were borrowed. In addition to keeping up with the “Best 
Sellers", the Library offers home improvement books, energy 
conservation books, a large supply of paperback books and is 
Starting a section of large print books. In addition the Library 
can obtain almost any fiction or non-fiction book, that the 
Library does not have, through the State of Maine inter-library 
loan program. 


The Board thanks both the Town and the Society for Preserv- 
ation of New England Antiquities for the support and help we 
received during 1978. We also thank all the volunteers without 
whom the Library could not function. We are proud of the Library, 
and we ask you to share that pride by using the Library and 
supporting our projects during 1979. Volunteers who are prepared 
to make a contribution of time and effort to the Library are 
always needed and appreciated.

Sunday - South Berwick Day at Spring Hill 
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Report of the Town Clerk 
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In January of this year, The Secretary of State (Motor 
Vehicle Division) afforded three communities in the State of 
Maine to become involved, on a trail basis, in issuing new reg- 
istrations and transfers of registrations for automobiles and 
small trucks. I was privileged in attending the three-day 
training session held in Augusta. On February 2nd, we commenced 
the new program which has proven very successful from the 
customers' point of view. By doing these transactions here we 
Save taxpayers the forty mile round trip to Kennebunk to the 
Registry. 


At first, we were doing transactions for nine neighboring 
towns. This brought in more business than the Town Office was 
staffed to handle. Presently, we are serving only the bordering 
towns of Berwick, North Berwick and Eliot and average approximately 
twenty-five transactions a day. Total revenue collected for the 
year amounted to $5,170 which came from the one dollar agent's 
fee to the Town. If one were to travel to Kennebunk at a cost 
of $.15 per mile, it would cost approximately $6.00. Therefore, 
this service saves taxpayers approximately $5.00. Indeed, it 
is a good program.

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York County Health Services 


1978 Report 


During 1978, York County Health Services, Inc., staff from 
the Wells office (phone 646-2771), provided care to 293 residents 
of South Berwick. Significant growth in YCHS response to requests 
for care has occurred since July 1978, when York Hospital dis- 
continued home health services. Demonstrating that YCHS's compre- 
hensive community health programs meet all known professional 
standards for quality, YCHS was awarded accreditation by the 
National League for Nursing/American Public Health Association. 


372 Home Care visits were made to 23 ill or disabled South 
Berwick people; 269 by nurses, 44 by physical therapists, and 61 
by home health aides. This year YCHS has also been able to 
provide home visits by a medical social worker. 


Maternal-Child Health nurses also made 119 visits to 53 resi- 
dents, meeting the specialized family needs related to child- 
bearing/child rearing. Clinic services to well children continued 
monthly in 17 locations across the county. 162 South Berwick 
children made 240 visits to 13 clinics and received 968 separate 
services, including complete physical examinations, immunizations, 
preventive health education, and a variety of screening tests to 
rule out or detect early any abnormalities of growth and develop- 
ment. 


Well adults also had health assessment services available 
through Adult Multi-Phasic Screening Clinics at 20 different sites, 
some held monthly and some less frequently. 55 South Berwick 
residents received 459 tests, at 2 clinics to detect chronic 
disease. Across the county, 40% of all tests which showed abnormal 
screening results have been confirmed by physicians to mean prev- 
iously undetected but treatable disease. 


Much of this service has been made possible by the able assis- 
tance of local citizen volunteers particularly from the South 
Berwick Health Council. With such community support, represented 
by Mrs. Betsy Schumann (phone 384-2621) of the YCHS Community Advis- 
ory Committee, YCHS hopes to continue to serve South Berwick resid- 
ents' community and home health needs.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of South Berwick, Maine 
conform to generally accepted governmental accounting policies 
except for the omission of a general fixed asset group of 
accounts and the use of the cash basis to record expenditures 
as further explained in Note 2. 


Significant policies follow: 

Basis of Accounting 

The accounts of the Capital Projects, Capital Reserve and Trust 
Funds are maintained and reported on the accrual basis. The 
General Fund is maintained and reported on the modified accrual 
basis except for General Fund Expenditures which are recorded 
when paid. 


Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are 


recorded when received in cash except when they are both measur-— 


able and available as resources which may be appropriated. Ex- 
penditures, except for interest on general long-term debt which 


is recorded when it becomes due, are recorded when goods or ser-— 


vices are received and actual liabilities are incurred. 


Budgetary Accounting 


General governmental revenues and expenditures are accounted for 
in the General Fund and are controlled by a budgetary accounting 


system in accordance with legal requirements. 


Trust Funds 


Restricted funds for which the Town has a fiduciary respons aaa 


are accounted for in the Trust Funds. 
Obligations 


General obligation Notes supported by general revenues are ob- 
ligations of the Town as a whole and not its individual con- 


stituent funds. Accordingly, unmatured obligations are accounte’™ 


for in the General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts.

Trust Fund investments are stated at cost.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 
Regulation: 


The Company is subject to the regulatory authority of the Public 
Utilities Commission of the State of Maine as to financial reporting and 


other matters. 


Property, Plant and Equipment: 


Utility property is stated at cost and depreciated on the straight | 


line method at rates varying from 1% to 15%. Water property retirements are 
charged in total to the accumulated depreciation account when they occur. 


Materials and Supplies: 
Inventories of materials and supplies are stated at cost. 
' Unamortized Debt Discount and Expense: 

Cost incurred to issue long-term bonds together with discounts 
allowed at the time of sale are amortized on a straight line basis over the 
term of the bond issue. 

NOTE 2 - INVESTMENTS: 
Bond Sinking Fund: 

Custody of sinking fund assets is maintained by the Trustees of 
the District. A statement of bond sinking fund financial condition is con- 
tained in Schedule A-l. 

NOTE 3 - LONG-TERM DEBT: 
First Issue Bonds - 4 1/4% - $190,000. 


These bonds were issued on October 1, 1960 and mature October l, 


1980. A minimum of one percent (1%) of the outstanding balance is appropriated 


from income each year and added to a sinking fund to retire the bonds. (Note 
Second Issue Bonds - 4 1/2% - $75,000. 
These bonds mature as follows: 
5 on the 15th day of June in each of the years 1977-1979 


40 on the 15th day of June 1980 
30 on the 15th day of June 1981 


NOTE 4 - OTHER INFORMATION: 


On December 21, 1977, the State of Maine Public Utilities Commission 
authorized the District to file revised rates, designated to produce total

operating revenues of $72,458., which represents an increase of 22% over 197¢ 
actual operating revenues, 


The new rate schedule was filed with the Commission on December 22, 
1977 and was approved by the Commission on December 29, 1977, and became 
effective January 1, 1978. 


NOTE 5 


During 1978 $2,000. was appropriated from income for the annual 
addition to the sinking fund. As of December 31, 1978 the addition to the 
sinking fund had not been made because of the lack of funds in the regular 
District checking account. The treasurer felt that there would be sufficient 
funds to make the payment in January 1979.

TOVN MANAGER'S REPORT 


To the Honorable Town Council and 
Citizens of South Berwick: 


It is always an enjoyable task for me to write this Annual 
Report as it allows me to draw back from the daily rush of busine 
and reflect upon the major accomplishments of the last year and — 
future challenges. It is impossible to highlight every happening 
of 1979 here, but rather I will try to spotlight the most importa 
events that made 1979 unique for your Town government. 
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PROGRESS REPORT 
pt The Solid Waste Disposal Problem-- In 1978 a study done 
showed that a transfer station for removal of solid waste to a 
regional landfill or incinerator would be the most economical 
method of disposal. In 1979 the final plans for such a transfer © 
station were drawn and delivered to the State for approval. The 
1980 Annual Town Meeting is being asked to allow the Town Council 
to finance the construction and equipping of the transfer station 
It is anticipated that waste will be transferred starting around 
September lst to a regional landfill in Rochester, N.H. This 
system will allow the flexibility for the waste to be hauled to 
the least costly disposal site as time passes. 
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The era of low cost waste disposal has passed. We 
anticipate the full year disposal cost in 1981 to be approximately 
$80,000. In order to keep costs down as much as possible, the 
Town Council is planning to have the dumpsite open three days 
only per week without allowing commerical haulers in on other days 
as is currently the practice. Also, the Town Council is planning 
to discuss enactment of a mandatory recycling ordinance to 
remove aS much of the cans, glass and paper from the waste stream 
as possible. 


Die Completion of Tax Revaluation and Remapping Programs-- 

In the summer public hearings were held on both the Revaluation 
and Remapping programs. The vast majority of property owners 
who turned out had their questions satisfied. The Town Council 
held its own hearings for those with further questions. At 

this time there are only two parties appealing to the County 
Commissioners. We want to express sincere gratitude to all 
property owners for their tremendous cooperation. The program's 
intent was to fairly value all properties in relation to market 
value. This goal has been reached. 


3. The Town's obligations to rural roads-- In the fall, the 
Maine Superior Court ruled against the Town's claim that Belle 
Marsh Road is an abandoned road under State law. That decision 
was appealed to the Supreme Court because the Town Council felt 
that the huge potential costs of construction of the road just 
to good gravel road status (estimated at $150,000 in 4979) 
warranted pursuing the court case. 
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| In the very early days of 1980 a 1976 law sui 

against the Town by Maineland, Inc. came to court. preted tre 
determine if the Bennett Road off of Witchtrot Road was a Town 
way when they filed a subdivision plan with the Planning Board 
Maineland, Inc. dismissed its own law suit when it went to . 
Superior Court. 


During the 1980 budget sessions the Town Council placed 
$4,440 in the budget to pay the costs of materials and equipment 
use to construct a portion of the Junction Road near Pond Road 
as there is a home being constructed on it. The road is not in 
a condition now to handle year round traffic. 


The deck on the Great Hill Road Bridge has deteriorated to 
the point of needing replacement. The Town Council has not in- 
cluded the $3,000 necessary to do that work in the 1980 budget, 
but rather has started an investigation into the potential 
costs of discontinuing the road in view of the eventual need to 
replace the bridge, and considering the total lack of residences 
along the road. 


4, Citizen involvement in community services and events-- 
The volunteer efforts of many, many residents provided the 
community with such services and events as the best ever 
Strawberry Festival weekend, the excellent First Annual Road 
Race, the many successful recreation programs and the many 
Planning, Appeals, Library and other necessary Town functions. 
Government is people and South Berwick people actively demon- 
strate this daily. 


a Job Classification and Pay Study completed-- Considerable 
time and effort went into this project to give the Town Employees 
the benefits of fair pay for the responsibilities and authority 
of the Town's various jobs. The cooperation of the Town Council 
and citizens in this project was most gratifying. 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The volunteers of the Fire Department were kept busy 
during 1979 in both actual calls totalling over 100 and in 
frequest training sessions held to improve their capabilities. 

In the fall, Fire Chief George Gorman attended a week of 
training in Pennsylvania regarding handling of hazardous materials. 
In view of recent area problems with such materials and the vast 
amounts of such materials passing through Town, this training 

is of great benefit. Although we have been fortunate enough | 

to not experience a bad fire related to the burning of wood in 
homes, we are very concerned by such fires in our area. We have 
again run a listing of standards for installation of wood burning 
equipment. Don't lose lives saving energy! 


The Highway Department workers spent the early summer 
completing the improvement of the Ogunquit Road to good gravel 
road status between the Emerys Bridge Road and the Bennett Lot 
Road. This was the conclusion of three summer's work on this 
road. After this road was completed a one thousand foot long 
portion of Emerys Bridge Road on its northerly end was replaced 
by a new road thereby eliminating a hazardous oe curve. The 
State Department of Transportation in cooperation with the Town 
replaced the sharp curve on Emerys Bridge Road just north of Earls 
Road with a new road, also eliminating a hazardous situation. 
Finally, the State built to good gravel road status, about seven 
hundred feet of road on Bennett Lot Road near the Ogunquit Road 
with their Town Road Improvement Program. It all added up to 
a very busy year. 1979 marked Donald Boston's fifteenth year 
as Road Foreman. Loyality, hardwork and cost consciousness are 
Don's trademarks. Congratulations and sincere thanks, Don. 


The Police Department for the first time in recent years 
experienced no turnover in 1979, The improvements in statistics 
displaying in the Police Chief's comparison of work done between 
1978 and 1979 shows the benefits of such stability. It is 
indeed a credit to the Police Chief and his personnel, aS we 
continued a crime clearance rate of 36% for the second year in a 
row. 


The Emergency Services Dispatch Center went from half-time 
to full-time in the Town Hall under the direction of the Police 
Chief as of May first. The Service provides one central location 
staffed around the clock to provide the Fire Department, Police 
Department and South Berwick Emergency Rescue Squad with radio 
and telephone communications at all times. The Service has 
been very well received by the community. It has been very 
active, handling about 8,500 calls in 1979. 


In the Tax Assessment and Code Enforcement areas we lost 
the very capable Robert Worthley to a similar job in Scarborough, 
Maine. We were very fortunate to be able to get George Giddings 
to fill the position. George comes to us with a wealth of 
knowledge in the building trades and a true desire to help 


promote good practices in assessment and code enforcement to 
aid all residents. 


In the Town Office area we have completed our second year 
as an agent for the Secretary of State to register vehicles 
for the Berwicks and Eliot. Approximately one hundred trans- 
actions are done in this area each week. We estimate over 5,000 
gallons of gasoline was saved in 1979 by people not having to 
drive to the State Office in Kennebunk. When this work is 
added to the tax and sewer billings and various licenses, etc. 
issued, the counter work in 1979 exceeded 10,000 transactions. 
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FUTURE 


In 1980 the issues of solid waste disposal and status of 
some of the rural roads should be settled. The pressure of 
development in the rural northern end of Town will be addressed 
by a special Agamenticus Study Committee appointed by the Town 
Council to look at options and their potential in preserving 
the area versus having it develop with scattered housing as has 
now Started to happen. With the speedup of the timetable for 
large scale employment of workers at the North Berwick Pratt 
and Whitney facility, the impact on South Berwick, which has been 
the topic of much debate, should start to take shape. Possible 
related industrial development potential in South Berwick may 
well come to the forefront. 


Finally, the impact of dramatically increased fuel oil, 
gasoline, and asphalt costs will become a topic of much discussion 
and action to keep the impact to the Town as minimal as possible. 


CONCLUSION 


There are no new words I can use to express my feeling to 
the Town elected and appointed officials, the Town employees and 
the general citizenry for all that has been done in 1979 to the 
benefit of the Town in general and myself in particular. 


Therefore, I trust that each of you will take special meaning 
from the simple words, THANK YOU.

The number of permits was less than in 1978 for a couple of 


obvious reasons: 


1. Last year there was a rush of permit applications prior 
to encactment of zoning, with work to be done at a later 


date. 


2. This fall we experienced a severe restriction of mortgage 
money because of the federal reserve's policy change 


and the U.S. dollar faltering on the international 
market. 


Once again this points out the fact that we are dependant not 
only on local circumstances but also state, national & international 
decisions. Given this fact, we must view our immediate personal 


and community projects with caution and concern. 


The Zoning Ordinance has been in effect for a full year and 


although we are still determing its' limitations through 


conditional-use permits and variances it seems to be functioning 
as hoped. Individuals do not seem to be too severely restricted 
in the effort to benefit the entire community. Judging from the 
type of applications for variances it becomes apparent that we 
should consider "fine tuning" the Ordinance sometime in the future 


in a few areas that are less than specific. 


By State Law, all changes in plumbing fixtures, either

hot water heaters. Also, plumbing and electricial work in any

1979 ANNUAL REPORT 


In 1979 the Highway Department work including construction 
of several roads, the maintenance of all town roads and snow 
removal kept the personnel very busy. 


' The early winter months of 1979 gave us the wettest weather 
in many years in the form of several snowstorms that turned into 
rainstorms before they ended. There were no "Memorable" storms 


during this period as in the '77-'78 winter, but rather a series 


of "normal" storms. 


In the spring after repairs to winter-damaged roads were 
completed, we continued on with the construction of the Ogunquit 
Road. The project of building the road between its intersections 
with Emerys Bridge Road and Bennett Lot Road was completed in 


early summer. It took three summers work at a total cost of over 


$50,000 to build this 3,800 feet of gravel road. 


After the Ogunquit Road project was completed, we moved on 
to Emerys Bridge Road and built a new 1,000 foot long gravel 
road in order to eliminate a dangerous "S" curve at the point 
where the pavement ends. This construction cost about $15,000. 
It has made a dramatic improvement in safety along Emerys Bridge 
Road. 


The State Department of Transportation completed a special 
State Aid project on Emerys Bridge Road and a Town Road Improve- 
ment project on the Bennett Lot Road during 1979. The Emerys 
Bridge Road project was a joint venture with the town supplying 
about $5,000 and the State and Federal Governments contributing 
about $40,000. The sharp curve on Emerys Bridge Road just north 
of Earls Road was replaced by a new hottop road of about 1,000 
feet in length with a much wider surface and more gradual curve. 
The Bennett Lot Road project included construction of about 600 
feet of gravel road at a cost to the State of about $8,000. 


We have included cost figures and road lengths above to in- 


dicate the tremendous expense today in road construction. At the 


end of 1979, the State was considering eliminating the Town Road 
Improvement monies and cutting back on State Aid monies as their 
revenues are falling off. This could have a dramatic impact on 
South Berwick as there still are several miles of unbuilt dirt 
roads in Town and also, as the Town has been trying to get State 
Aid to build a new bridge to replace the deteriorating Hooper 
Sands Road Bridge. The cost of a new bridge was estimated at 
over $400,000 by the State in early 1979. 


In addition to the above major projects, minor projects 
included: approximately three miles of tar roads were sigapenanet 
many dead Elm trees were cut, several hundred tons of tar patc 
was spread with the road grader to repair worn and broken areas 
in tar roads, the dumpsite was covered periodically and two 4 
hundred and fifty loads of sand was hauled from Wells for winter 


use. 
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Highway Department (Continued) 


The month of December started off a very unusual winter 
of almost no early snows. 


At this point in this annual report, we usually look ahead 
at the road construction projects planned for the next few years, 
However, due to skyrocketing costs for vehicle fuel (up 66%), 
asphalt (up 33%) and everything else we use in road building 
and the faltering economy, the Town Council has decided to suspend © 
to continuing construction program of existing unbuilt dirt roads 
, and only do more minor maintenance for the year 1980. We trust 
1980 will see a turnaround in the economic and world events that 
have hit you and the Town so hard in 1979. 


In the equipment area, a 1971 dumptruck was replaced hy a 
new diesel truck which gets about one-third better fuel economy 
than gas powered trucks. 


Finally, in the interests of saving your tax dollars, we 
repeat our message of last year regarding snowstorms. During 
a snowstorm, please keep vehicles and other obstructions off the 
roadways and do not plow snow into the road and leave it there. 
By doing these simple things, roads do not have to be plowed over 
and over again, and also the potential for damaging Town snowplows 
on frozen, hardpacked snow is greatly lessened. These acts of 
cooperation by you will save tax dollars 


During 1979, we received cooperation and aid from hundreds 


of townspeople, the Town Council and the other Town departments. 
We gratefully acknowledge those acts of kindness

1979 was a year of many problems for those on low and fixed 
incomes as inflation and skyrocketing oil costs severely cut 
their ability to survive. However, at least in the oil area, 
the mild weather of the early '79-'80 winter and the assistance 
of the State and Federal Government aided greatly in people 
being able to get along. In our own program, these aids helped 
much to being able to meet peoples' basic needs. 


Transportation for the elderly and needy to their appoint- 
ments held top priority for the year. In September the respective} 
churches offered their services in helping to transport the 
elderly to the congregate meal site in Berwick Tuesdays and 
Thursdays which was a tremendous help to me as I was able to 
donate my time to paperwork plus the long distance trips. I 
always hesitate to ask anyone to do these trips as they are 
sometimes very time consuming and costly. York County Community 
Action Program transports elderly persons on Mondays for shopping 
that they might need to do. Anyone desiring transportation on 
Monday should call the CAP Agency on Friday, toll-free, 1-800- 
442-6345. Pleasé remember to call as this is the only way they 
will know of your needs. 


In March the Mayme Grant House was officially dedicated. 
There are twenty-two apartments for our senior citizens and 
disabled who fit into the income guidelines. The facilities 
are lovely.

In September with permission form the York-Cumberland Housing 
Association, the recreation room was made a public room to be 
used by the citizens of South Berwick.

This year saw the succession of Robert Parent as Chief 
terminating five progressive years under the leadership of Cling 
Schoff. The Squad is now dispatched full time from the South 
-Berwick Dispatch Center. Mrs. Ethel Schindler is retired after 
19 years of dedicated dispatching for us. Fall saw the last loan 
for the new ambulance taken care of through the generosity of 
the South Berwick Board of Trade who made their loan a gift. 


The medical building has not been forgotten. The most 
important goal of the project was realized when Dr. Paul T. 
Berry (of the Wentworth Professional Association) started 
practice three days per week from the office of Dr. John J. 
Murphy. As the needs grow the medical project will also grow. 


The Squad personnel themselves have been very busy. In 
addition to each person's duty one night per week and two 
weekend days per month, we have been enrolled in E.M.T.-A 
courses, E.M.T.-A refresher courses, and participated in local 
professional organizations.

Because of the increased use of wood for heat, I have again 
published the State requirements for the installation of wood 
burning equipment. Anyone who has installed a wood burning unit 
should read these recommendations and make sure that their wood 
burning unit complies with these recommendations. By using these 
recommendations, you can help save your home from a fire and 
protect the lives of your family. Listed below are some of the 
reasons for fires involving wood and wood burning units: 


Metal cover over an old fire connection; wood paneling over 

the metal cover; chimney fire transfers heat through the metal and 
into the wood paneling; room on fire. -All old.flue openings in 

a chimney must be bricked up. 


Wood on fire behind a brick wall; stove transfers heat through 
the brick wall to the wood wall. There should be one inch 
clearance between the brick and the WOOL OLeaLL circulation. 


Floor on fire; Not enough clearance between the stove and the 
wood floor. See State recommendations.

Wall or floor on fire around the smoke pipe or chimney; Not enoug 
clearance. See State recommendations. 

Hot ashes into a plastic pail; set pail on fire. 


Hot ashes into a metal pail then set on a wood floor; burned throu 
the floor. 


Ashes empties into a trash can; Trash man empties the trash can; 
trash truck on fire. 


Ashes dumped on the grass; grass fire. 


Log taken out of a fire and placed on a wood floor; burned through 
the floor. 


Hot ashes dumped at the town dump; dump fire. 


Ashes will stay how for two or three days after being removed 
from a stove. Ashes should be placed in a metal container and 
covered with a metal cover if possible. Pail should be set ona 
concrete or dirt floor or outside the building. Never put water 
on a pail of hot ashes. You could receive a bad steam burn. 


All homes should have a smoke detector and fire extinguisher:

Is the appliance listed for this type of installation? 

If the stove is a listed appliance, is it installed accord- 
img totits!listing? 

Is the stove in good condition? 

Is the smoke collar tight and screwed, rivited or welded 

in its place? 

Is the operating and installation manual available for the 
homeowner? 

Is the stove located so that it will not block any exits, 
doors or passageways? 

Is the stove located so that children may not readily come 
in contact with the appliance when it is hot? 

Are the proper tools readily available for the operation of 
the stove, such as poker, shovel and ash bucket with metal 
cover? 

Do not use flammable liquids to light the stove. 

Are there smoke or heat detectors protecting this dwelling? 


CLEARANCES: RADIANT TYPE STOVE 


Are the clearances from combustibles 36" from the sides 

and rear of the stove, and 36" in front? (If the answer is 
no, then the combustibles must be protected.) 

If the clearance is 18" to a combustible, is the combustible 
protected with no less than \%" asbestos millboard, spaced 
out one inch from the combustible and one inch from the 
floor so that air will circulate between the protection and 
the combustible? 

If the legs of the stove are 18" or more, is the floor 
protected with sheet metal no less than 24 gauge? 

Does the floor protection extend no less than 6" beyond the 
sides and rear of the stove and no less than 18" in the 
front? (Note: These distances are minimum and 18" all the 
way around is better.) 

If the length of the legs of the stove are from 6 to 18; 

is the combustible floor protected with no less than 24 
gauge sheet metal over \" asbestos millboard? 

If the legs of the stove are 6" or less, is the combustible 
floor protected by using 4 inch hollow masonry laid to 
provide air circulation through the masonry layer covered 
by a sheet of not less than 24 gauge sheet metal?

Is there any reduction in flue area size from the appliance 
to the top of the chimney? (Note: The smoke pipe collar 

on the appliance is designed for the output rating of the 
appliance and this shall never be reduced.) 

Are all old openings where connector holes have been 
sealed, sealed with brick and mortar, the same thickness 
as the existing walls of the chimney? 

Is the chimney 4 inches thick (if made of brick) and 12 
inches thick (if made of rough stone masonry) ?

Is the smoke pipe reduced in size smaller than the appliance 
connector? 

Is the smoke pipe 24 gauge or heavier? 

Is the smoke pipe pitched up from the appliance to the 
chimney connector at least i" to the foot? 

Is the smoke pipe as short a run as possible? 

Does the smoke pipe pan through any floor or ceiling? 

If the smoke pipe pans through any wall or partition, is it 
properly protected with ventilated thimble or cut away to 
provide the proper clearance of 3 times the smoke pipe 
diameter?

1979 ANNUAL REPORT 


Your Police Department had a busy year in 1979. The Depart- 
ment currently consists of the following Officers: Clifford 
Parkinson, Frank Waters, Jeffrey Daigneault, and Dana Lajoie. 


The number of motor vehicle accidents this year increased 
slightly over last year. 1979 showed 137 motor vehicle accidents 
which resulted in $122,066 worth of property damage, while in 
1978 there were 126 accidents with property damage at $105,883. 
We had no motor vehicle fatalities in 1979. We were very aggres- 
sive in traffic enforcement during the year and will continue in 
1980. 


In training for 1979, Officer Clifford Parkinson completed 
the Basic Police School at the Maine Criminal Justice Academy. 
Officer Frank Waters is attending at this time. Officer Dana 
Lajoie attended a class in Service Photography. I attended a 
seminar in Stress Management sponsored by the Maine Chiefs of 
Police Association. 


Crime decreased in 1979. Burglaries dropped from 58 in 1978 
to 28 in 1979. Larceny dropped from 47 offenses in 1978 to 43 
in 1979. We attribute this partly to increased patrol and our 
high rate during the past two years of crimes solved. 


The State Department of Public Safety statistics show that 
the South Berwick Police Department had a clearance rate of 36.25%. 
This is the second year in a row that we showed to be near the 
top of the list for crime clearance in York County. The overall 
State of Maine clearance of crimes is running approximately 26% 
oa op a ood Wy Re Ihe 


The Department continued it's Public Service Programs of 
Defensive Driving Courses, Bicycle Registration and Business 
and Security checks. We also gave tours to some elementary 
Pane pe classes and talked to them about police officers and their 
uties.

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SOUTH BERWICK PUBLIC LIBRARY 


1979 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Library continued its efforts to serve the people of 
South Berwick during 1979. A number of projects made the year 
interesting, and we hope productive. 


1979 saw the completion of the Library's most successful 
fund raising venture. During 1977 the Friends of the Library 
created, prepared and printed approximately 900 copies of a 
cookbook, The Cook's Tour of South Berwick. The last copy of 
the book was Sold in December of 1979. After deducting expenses, 
the "Friends" made a profit for the Library of almost $2,000.00. 
Of that money $800.00 was spent during 1978 for the Library's 
share of painting the building. 


The Library Board is currently working on a questionnaire 
that will be used to survey the Town's thoughts about the Library. 
We hope to help define our strengths and weaknesses in such areas 
as book selection, hours to be open, use of the Library building 
for small meetings, etc. This survey should be conducted and 
completed during the 1980 winter months. Depending on the results 
of the survey, the Library might be open on Saturday afternoons. 


In an attempt to raise funds for the Library and to help inte- 
grate the Library as a part of Town life, the Library sponsored a 
"Mark Twain" night on March 3, 1979. Paul Haggard gave an out- 
Standing portrayal of Mark Twain that was well received and app- 
reciated. The Trustees of Berwick Academy kindly made their 
lovely Commons building available for the night. 


As part of the Historical Society's summer "House Tour" the - 
Library made its large front room available for a showing of the ~ 
movie version of Sarah Orne Jewett's White Heron. It is of in- 
terest to note that the actress who portrayed "Aunt Tilly" was 
in attendance and the film was shown nine times, instead of the 
Scheduled four, to standing room only groups. The help of the 
Librarian and her very capable assistant were greatly appreciated. 


Several projects were undertaken during the year to help 
maintain and heighten children's interest in the Library. These 
included painting and decorating the children's "Winnie the Pooh" 
room and sponsoring a ten week children's craft program. The 
children's craft program was very successful and a second ten week 
series will be starting on January 9, 1980 with approximately 17 
children. This program is conducted by a volunteer. 


In last year's report we mentioned a program the Library 
Started which involved grammar school children serving as Library 
aides. The program continues to be successful and there are pre- 
sently 14 children serving as volunteer aides. We hope that the 
children and their parents realize what an excellent job they are 
doing. This unique program=Should be appearing in a 1980 quarterly 
issue of the Maine State Library "Down East Libraries." 
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South Berwick Public Library (continued) 


During 1980 the Library hopes to expand its services to the 
Town. Among other goals is the accumulation of major "classics" 
to serve as a foundation for the Library's collection of approx- 
imately 6,000 volumes. We also plan to renovate a back room as 
a more attractive storage area for part of our collection. 


A young children's story hour will be started as soon as 
ten new childrens books with accompanying tape cassetts are 
received. 


We remain grateful for the use of our buildings, which is 
owned by the Society for the Preservation of New England Anti- 
quities. We are in our second full year of a three year lease 
with the Society. The nominal rent is paid through the fund 
raising activities of the Friends of the Library. 


As we start 1980 we renew a call for volunteers to assist in 
running the Library. Our present volunteers are of tremendous 
value and we would be lost without them. However, additional 
volunteers are always needed. As always the dedicated efforts 
of our Librarian, Kitty Davis are greatly appreciated.

Summary of significant accounting policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of South Berwick, 
Maine conform to generally accepted governmental accounting 
policies except for the omission of general fixed assets 
and the use of the cash basis to record expenditures (see 
Note 2). 


Basis of accounting 


The accounts of the Capital Projects, Capital Reserve 
and Trust Funds are maintained and reported on the accrual 
basis. The General Fund is maintained and reported on the 
modified accrual basis except for General Fund expenditures 


which are recorded when paid. 


Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, 
revenues are recorded when received in cash except when they 
are both measureable and available aS resources that can be 
appropriated. Expenditures, except for interest on general 
long-term debt which is recorded when it becomes due, are 
recorded when goods or Services are received and actual 


liabilities are incurred. 


Budgetary accounting 


General governmental’ revenues and expenditures are 
accounted for in the General Fund and are controlled by a 


budgetary accounting system in accordance with legal require- 
ments. 


Trust Funds 


Restricted funds for which the Town has a fiduciary 


responsibility are accounted for in the Trust Funds.

Department of Environmental Protection and their engineers on Plans for 
upgrading the treatment plant to meet the requirements of the E.P.A. Phase 
I of this project has been contracted at a cost of $47,700., of which 903 
will be funded by state and federal grants.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


Regulation: 


The Company is subject to the regulatory authority of the Public 
Utilities Commission of the State of Maine as to financial reporting and 
other matters. 


Property, Plant and Equipment: 


Utility property is stated at cost and depreciated on the straight 
line method at rates varying from 1% to 15%. Water property retirements are 
charged in total to the accumulated depreciation account when they occur. 


Material and Supplies: 
Inventories of materials and supplies are stated at cost. 
Unamortized Debt Discount and Expense: 


Cost. incurred to issue long-term debt together with discounts al- 
lowed at the time of issue are amortized on a straight line basis over the 
term of the debt. 


NOTE 2 - INVESTMENTS: 
Bond Sinking Fund: 


Custody of the sinking fund assets is maintained by the 
trustees of the District. A statement of the bond 
sinking fund's financial condition is contained in 
Schedule A-l. $60,885. 


Savings Account: 


As part of a loan agreement dated September 20, 1979, 
with the Farmers Home Administration, the District 
agreed to maintain a reserve account in the amount 
of $320. per year until $3,205. is reached. As of 
December 31, 1979, a savings account had been estab- 
lished for this purpose and had a balance of $10.

During 1979 the District contracted with engineers to make a water dis- 
tribution study of the District's system. Early in 1980 it is expected that the 
engineers will have completed their study which the District anticipates will 
indicate a need for major improvements to the District's system. 


Should the District vote to make the improvements, application will be 
made for long-term financing for the projects along with additional financing

TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


To the Town Council and 
Citizens of South Berwick: 


It is with mixed emotion that I write this, my eighth and 
last, Annual Report detailing the business of South Berwick's 
Town Government. The priviledge afforded to me to oversee the 
delivery of essential services such as fire, highway and police 
to the four thousand people who are South Berwick will forever 
remain with me. At the same time the prospect of new challenges 
excite me. 


It is no more possible for 1980 than for the past years 
to depict here the hundreds of issues faced by the Town, Government. 
Therefore, the following report can only summarize the most 
critical issues of 1980. 


1. THE SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL PROBLEM - This same heading started 
off last year's report. It has been a continuing problem since 
Federal and State laws mandated that open burning of trash 

stop almost ten years ago. With the approval of a bond issue 

at the 1980 Annual Town Meeting two years of planning a Solid 
Waste Transfer Station went into the construction phase. The 
plan was to open burn until the station was built in Fall 1980. 
However, an alleged threat to health created a mandate from 

the State to cease open burning in June. A temporary transfer 
station was built and used until October when the permanent 
transfer station opened. This cost over $15,000 which hadn't 
been planned upon. The refuse currently is hauled to a private 
landfill in Rochester, N.H. In March of 1981 the refuse is 
scheduled to go to University of N.H. to be incinerated to 

help heat the campus buildings. As part of this refuse disposal 
system recycling of glass, newspaper, cardboard and aluminum 
cans was made an ordinance that applies to most of South Berwick's 
refuse. This recycling represents a true opportunity for you to 
Save yourself tax dollars. The more items that you recycle the 
less it costs to dispose of your refuse. This solution will 
hopefully finally end the long search for a permanent solution 
to solid waste. 


PROGRESS REPORT : 
: 


2. THE TOWN'S OBLIGATIONS TO RURAL ROADS - In the spring the 
Maine Supreme Court found against the Town's claim that Belle 
Marsh Road was abandoned by the lack of Town maintenance over 
the past thirty years. A Special Town Meeting raised $26,000. 
It was almost all spent in constructing the mile and a half "path" 
into a road width of twelve (12) feet. In future years several 
other rural unbuilt roads will have to be built as they too 

are being developed with scattered houses. This development 

is extremely costly to service due to its remoteness (8-10 
miles from the village) and lack of enough numbers of buildings 
to pay for Town service costs. 


3. FIRST UNION CONTRACT SETTLED - The Police Officers and 
Emergency Services Dispatchers voted in early 1980 to unionize. 


The Town hired a professional consultant to aid i 
: : aid in th ia- 
tions. The negotiations progressed well through the aa poe: 
the signing of a three-year contract in the fall. 


4. THE LARGEST SUBDIVISION EVER - In 1980 the Planni 

spent many hours working on a proposal to build 40 eens 120 
condominium units on the southern edge of the village. After 
much work the proposal was approved. It is anticipated that the 
construction will occur over about three years. At fifty units 
a year this subdivision alone will represent almost twice the 
traditional total annual growth of about 30 units, without any 
other building considered. Indeed, the growth that we have 
expected for the last few years has struck South Berwick! 


5. SEWER DISTRICT CHARGE TO THE TOWN - Considerable time was 
spent by the Town Council requesting justification from the 
Sewer District of the "benefit assessment" charge of $9,440 per 
year to the Town. As of year's end the issue was still unsettled 
and will continue into 1981. 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The Fire Department has had the busiest year ever with calls 
up by 75% over 1979. In this year's report Fire Chief George 
Gorman has outlined what to do in case of fire in your home. 
PLEASE take time to read it carefully and then follow through 
with your family - its their lives at stake. 


The Highway Department was supposed to have a very aquLec™ 
year 1980 of now new construction to save money. As it ended 
up the Highway Department was busier than ever before with 
construction of part of Junction Road, excavation and filling 
for the solid waste transfer station and the construction on 
the Belle Marsh Road. 


The Police Department has had its busiest year yet as the 
Police Chief's statistics show. The benefit of a stable 
Department, as is the Police Chief's trademark, can readily 
be seen. 


In the Town Office the amount of work continues to grow, 
geometrically! In 1980 $9,080 was taken in $1.00 and $2.00 
service charges for doing vehicle registrations for the three 
Berwicks and Eliot. That figure represents close to 6,000 
transactions alone. 


FUTURE 


The future of South Berwick appears set - DRAMATIC pital 
The questions it brings to mind is whether it will be oe REE 
or detrimental to the community of people who make up oe 
Berwick. The answer appears to less than hopeful. heer ae 
the need for orderly residential growth and some ad ‘ fe oe 
rial tax base is expressed by most townspeople, ha on a eed 
active role in making it happen. Those that do See er ae 
support from the remainder of the community. ae 
Democracy needs the services of its members as a W 


continuously to work well. You don't need to spend ten years on 
the Planning Board, Town Council, etc. to fulfill that duty. 
However, regularly learning the issues of your Town by reading 
newspapers, voicing your opinion to officials and occasionally 
taking your turn at serving as an official is a necessity. I 
just haven't seen that happening enough recently to call the 
Town Government a healthy one. Most of the time only a handful 
of people are heard on an issue and even less that that usually 
turn out for elected or appointed Town Official jobs. 

Without fresh blood continuously the Town stagnates, spends too 
much time and money on trivial issues and lets "outside" 
developers and "inside" minority interests control its destiny. 
We have come to an acute stage of "Let George do it - itis." 

I can only bring it to your attention - you only can improve the 
Situation. 


CONCLUSION 


Over the past eight years I have had the unique opportunity 
to work with many, many people who have given untold hours 
unselfishly to the Town's best interests. It would be impossible 
to list you all here. However, you may rest assured that list 
will stay in my memory forever. THANK YOU!

1980 ANNUAL REPORT 


As everyone is fully aware, 1980 has shown some dramatic 
shifts in the world of finances. These changes effect the 
value of individual properties as well as the real estate 
market in general. This in turn effects our assessment ratio 
and assessment quality rating. A few discrepancies in our 
assessment to sales ratio have become evident, mostly in vacant 
land values. Following further studies and thoughtful considera- 
tion it seems apparent that some upward adjustments in land 
valuations will become necessary. Hopefully, this will be done 
in a manner that will balance consideration for the property 
owner's financial limitation against the necessity of an equit- 
able distribution of the fiscal responsibilities of the entire 
community. If you have read any of the local news items on 
this subject you quickly realize this is not a unique problem, 
given the volatile local real estate market and the desire to 
attain local assessment equity. 


Even with the above mentioned deterants our revaluation 
appears to have given us a sound base to work from. With 
continual watchfulness and analysis we should be able to 
make minor adjustments from year to year and in this way 
maintain some semblance of assessment quality and equity for 
quite sometime. 


In closing the following aspect of our tax base should 
be given serious consideration and possibly planned community 
action. Our tax base desperately needs to be broadened by 
additional commercial or industrial properties otherwise the 
burden on residential property owners is going to become 
intolerable. 


If you have any constructive ideas on this subject, 
please bring them forward.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


1980 ANNUAL REPORT 


1980 started out with the intentions to be a year of cutting 
back all construction of unbuilt rural town roads in order to 
keep the overall 1980 Town Budget to a bare minimum. This intent 
was to only do maintenance work on the existing roads, ‘thereby 
saving considerable monies. However, as it turned out, the 
Highway Department constructed as many unbuilt roads, if not more 
than, it had ever done in past years. 


First due to the construction of a home on Junction Road, 
the Town had to construct to year round travel 700 feet of Junction 
Road that had never been built previously. Once that project was 
completed and the Town's obligation met, the Town received notifi- 
cation from the Maine Supreme Court that its request of them to 
have Belle Marsh Road declared an abandoned road under Maine laws 
due to lack of Town maintenance for an excess of thirty years 
had been turned down. The Town then had to also construct Belle 
Marsh Road to a minimal year round road status. A Special Town 
Meeting was held and $26,000 was raised for this project. The 
project took close to three months to complete. The end product 
is that Belle Marsh Road from the intersection of Mountain Road 
to the York Town Line (a distance of about one and one-half miles) 
had small amounts of ledge removed, a large amount of bulldozing 
of rocks and stumps completed, a small bridge redecked and 
strengthened and approximately 6" - 1' of heavy road gravel applied 
to a width of about 12 feet. This allows slow-speed travel by 
vehicles operating in a cautious manner over the entire length 
of the road and provides the ability to snow plow the road during 
"normal" snowfalls. 


In other related activity, the Highway Department spent much 
time doing the excavation and filling for the Solid Waste Transfer 
Station built at the old dump site. This activity was done first 
for a temporary station which had to be built in June per State 
Department of Environmental Protection order, and also the perm- 
anent station which was opened in October. This necessitated the 
moving of several thousand cubic yards of the remains of the old 
dump material and placement of close to two thousand yards of 
road gravel around the Transfer Station. 


In addition to these major projects, the Highway Department 
did many minor maintenance projects including patching of roads, 
replacement of culverts, removal of trash from the business 
district, etc. 


In the area of work that was contracted, approximately two 
miles of Town tar roads were sealcoated with sand cover and 
approximately another mile of Town streets were sealed with a 
tar and stone chip mixture, which is a new process to South 
Berwick and is being tried upon some of the village streets 
which were hottopped in the 1960's. This material gives a 
very hard surface which appears to have much durability and at 
the same time costs only one-fourth to one-third the amount that 
another overlay of hottop on these streets would cost us.

During the deliberations for the 1981 Budge 
has re-established in the Public Works Budget cht aerators 
to once again continue with the long term plan to construct the 
remaining rural dirt roads of the Town. In 1981 work is planned 
to be done on Ogunquit Road starting at the Bennett Lot Road 
and running easterly toward the York Town Line. In following 
years, this project would be continued to the Old County Road 
and the Mountain Road. This construction includes removing 
ledge outcrops, bulldozing large boulders, stumps, etc. out of 
the road and finally placing sufficient road gravel to provide 
for two lane traffic. 


Also looking at the future, the State plans to re-construct 
the wooden bridge over the Piscataqua River on the Dover-Eliot 
Road (Route 101) this coming year, barring unforseen problems 
or financial cutbacks. At this time they have already obtained 
easements for widening the access to the bridge. We are all 
very happy to see this come to fruition as this bridge has been 
a hazard to traffic for sometime. 


Looking at snow removal for the past year, we were able to 
save considerable monies due to the lack of snowfall during the 
early months of 1980 and also the minimal amount of snowfall 
during late 1980; to the effect that some $13,000+ was turned 
back into the unappropriated surplus account at the end of 1980 
from the snow removal accounts. Our budget for the future year 
reflects an average winter snowfall as we can not bank upon 
continuation of the extrodinarily light snowfall we have been 
experiencing the past year. In the area of snow removal we have 
annually tried in this report to advise you that you can yourself 
save many tax dollars by doing the following things during snow 
storms: 

Keep your vehicle and other objects off public roads during 
and immediately after the snowfall so that plows do not have to 
double back and re-plow streets. 


Do not plow or place snow into the streets from your property 
as this also often requires re-plowing and additionally 1s 
hazardous to travelers on our narrow streets. 


Finally, if there are large snowfalls which build up oe 
banks do not park vehicles close to the public road ways oe 
those banks, but rather park them onto your property sae 
feet. It is often not possible for a snowplow 2 Saat fo) 
see vehicles parked in those banks until it is too late. 


They may well be hit by the snowplow causing both damage 
to your vehicle and down-time to the snowplow. 
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Highway Department (continued) 


In the area of equipment in 1980, we did not purchase or 
replace any highway department equipment. It is anticipated 
that in 1981 the 1973 dump truck would be replaced with a diesel- 
powered truck as it has been run extensively and, also, a diesel 
truck would get much better fuel economy. 


As it is true in all years, it is not possible to give here 
all of the individuals and groups who have assisted in making 
our workload easier throughout 1980. We therefore, give all 
townspeople, elected officials, other Town departments, neigh- 
boring community officials and state officials our sincere 
gratitude at this time for their assistance to us.

1980 ANNUAL REPORT 


Since beginning the job as social worker late in September, 
a great deal of my time has been spent acquainting myself with 
the needs of the people in South Berwick and the various state 
and county services available to them. 


In November of 1980, the students of Central School brought 
canned goods and fresh produce in to school from their homes. 
These foods were delivered to needy families in South Berwick 
for Thanksgiving. 


In December, with money donated by a local organization 
I purchased five turkeys and a ham. A large native turkey 
was also donated by a local family. With these items, and 
some donated canned goods, I was able to deliver all the 
essentials for a Christmas dinner to seven needy families in 
South Berwick. 


During 1980, the local churches continued, through a 
volunteer effort, to provide transportation for the elderly 
to the congregate meal site in Berwick. These volunteers 
deserve special thanks for donating their time and cars to 
provide this service. 


The York County Community Action Corporation has continued 

to provide tramsportation to elderly persons for shopping 

every Friday. Any elderly person interested in using this 
service should call the CAP agency at 1-800-442-6345. This 
agency also now has an outreach worker available at the Town 
Office every Tuesday from 1:00 to 3:00 p.m. to discuss the 
various programs they have available. This includes such 
programs as fuel assistance, weatherization and nutrition. 


For those desiring information about food stamps, there 
is a representative from the food stamp program at the Town Office 
on the second and fourth Thursday of every month from 1:00 
Los 7 O08 Oat. 


Transportation for medical appointments is available to 
any South Berwick resident who is unable to provide their 
own. However, I encourage people to make use of transportation 
from friends or relatives whenever possible. 


Anyone in need of information or assistance can reach me 
at the Town Office during regular office hours.

1980 marked the 20th anniversary of the South Berwick 
Emergency Ambulance and Rescue Squad as a volunteer rescue unit 
serving the emergency medical needs of our community. We 
answered a total of 226 emergency calls: 


‘ Acute Medical itl Industrial 6 
. Home Accidents 44 DOA 8 
| Cardiac 20 Overdose 6 
| Auto Accidents 20 Medical Assistance 

| (no transport) 11 


Each squad member donates an average of 984 hours of "duty" 
per year. Each person has one 12 hour night shift per week, plus 
‘approximately 15 weekend 24 hour shifts per year. Duty means that 
the person is on call and able to respond to the station if a 
call for the ambulance comes in. Also 7 of our personnel are 
presently enrolled in a 100 hour E.M.T. (Emergency Medical Technician) 
course being held two nights per week at Marshwood High School. 

: All current licensed E.M.T.'s must take a refresher course every 
; two years in order to stay licensed, plus all personnel must take 
CPR training yearly to be licensed. Additional housekeeping 
duties and keeping the unit in top shape were done by lis

The building 
is now in top shape with the above needed repairs completed. 


The success of the summer program made the S.B.E.R. realize 
that we just can't continue to provide the quality service which 
the town expects without help. The squad knows that the only 
way to run an ambulance service is by giving quality. There 
are no shortcuts when dealing with medical emergencies. The 
squad over the past 20 years has accepted the responsibility for 
providing quality emergency service to our citizens. It is our 
concern for being able to continue to provide this quality 
service that finally brought about a unanimous decision at our 
October meeting to request financial assistance from the Towns 
of South Berwick and Rollinsford ($12,000 from South Berwick and 
$3,000 from Rollinsford). 


The primary use of this money will be to hire a full-time 
administrator/attendant to work 40 hours per week making day 
calls and doing all the administrative work presently being 
done by others (in addition to the usual "duty" time). This 
will incude billing non-members for the use of the ambulance, 
making monthly duty schedules, answering state questionnaires 
and filling out state forms, taking charge of monthly training, 
maintaining the facility and vehicles, purchasing supplies and 
applying for grants. Most important, this person will make day 
calls, an area in which we badly need help. 


The S.B.E.R. thought of alternatives to asking the towns 
for money which included: increasing the yearly membership fee, 
holding suppers, selling raffle tickets, etc., but none 
of these would raise sufficient money to hire the person needed 
and plan for the future (replacement of vehicles for example). 
The S.B.E.R. did not want to make our long time supporters pay 
more while others pay nothing. We also do not feel that we 
can ask our volunteers to give more of their time by selling 
tickets (again to the same people who always buy), being on 
supper committees, etc. 


We plan on and must continue our annual membership drive which | 
will offer FREE EMERGENCY service to those who subscribe. All 
others will be charged $50.00 for using the service. The S.B.E.R. 
will operate as it has in the past: EMERGENCY SERVICE ONLY, no 
transfers from hospital to home, hospital to hospital, or pre- 
arranged calls at prescribed times. The fund drive money is needed 
to keep the unit running. This year our usual funding was not 
enough, we had to borrow to keep operating, and presently we are 
near the end of our funds. 


Therefore, the squad has voted to request a non-binding 
referendum on election day in March 1981, asking for $12,000 
from the Town of South Berwick. This will enable each of 
you the opportunity to express your wishes in regards to giving 
the S.B.E.R. money from your/our tax dollars. In the event the 
referendum is favorable, the squad will request a special town 
meeting to allocate the funds.

As outlined above, we must continue the annual fund drive and 

we will diligently bill those who are not members for using the 
ambulance. Yes, we have many new volunteers eager to serve our 
community, but new people take a long time to replace a trained 
experienced attendant;yes, we have junior members who give much 
in addition to being high school students; yes, we have the "old 
stand-bys" who have served many a year; and yes, we now need you.

In 1980 the fire department responded to a record 175 
calls, a 75% increase over 1979. Because of the lack of 
snow we had an increase in grass and woods fires. Chimney 
fires and structure fires were also up. Improper use and 
placement of wood stoves were the cause of many of the structure 
fires. 


All homes and apartments should have a smoke detector, 
a family safety plan and know what to do in case of a fire 
during the night. 


1. Minimize fire hazards in your home. Repair faulty 
wiring. Store oil, rags and flammable material in well vent- 
ilated areas or outside in a shed. Never smoke in bed. 


2. Do not empty ash trays into the trash can before 
leaving the house or going to bed.

What to do in case of a fire during the night. 


1. Bedroom doors should be kept closed while sleeping 
to act as a smoke and heat barrier in case of a fire. They 
will not stop the fire, but will give you time to evacuate 
to safety. 


2. If your smoke detector goes off, or you wake up and 
smell smoke, DO NOT sit up in bed. Smoke and heat will build 
up on the ceiling and work its way down to the floor. One 
breath of this heated smoke and you will never get out of bed. 


3. Roll out of bed, warn the rest of the family, stay 
close to the floor. 


4, When you get to the door, DO NOT open it, feel it 
fivst; if it as too hot go to»your Second means of escape. 


5. DO NOT get dressed or try to take anything with you. 
Time is very important. Seconds could mean the differance 
between life and death. 


6. When you get out, help others to escape. Go to your 
pre-arranged meeting place. 


7. Go to the neighbors to call the fire department. One 
person must stay behind to let the fire department know that 
everyone is out of the house.

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SOUTH BERWICK POLICE DEPARTMENT 


1980 ANNUAL REPORT 


Your police department has had one of the busiest years in 
its history in 1980. 


The department had no change over in personnel in two years. 
This is a record for the department. The department consists of 
the following full-time officers: Clifford Parkinson, Frank Waters, 
Jeffrey Daigneault and Dana Lajoie. The reserve force consists 
of three men: Norman Mello, Mark Leach and James Morrisette. 


The number of motor vehicle accidents this year were decreased 
from last year. 1980 showed 83 motor vehicle accidents which 
resulted in $130,731.00 in property damage, while in 1979 there 
were 137 accidents with $122,066.00. The increase in the value 
of property damage is due to one accident involving a tractor 
trailor at $40,000.00. 


We were very aggressive in traffic enforcement during the 
year, as you will notice in the statistics below. The number 
of drunk drivers arrested was increased along with the number 
of people stopped for speeding violations. 


In training for 1980, Officers Frank Waters and Jeffrey 
Daigneault completed the 12 week Basic Police School at the 
Maine Criminal Justice Academy. All South Berwick full-time 
Police Officers are now fully certified by the State of Maine. 
This is also a first for the department. 


Crime increased slightly in 1980. Burglaries increased 
from 28 in 1979 to 38 in 1980. Larceny increased from 43 
offenses in 1979 to 58 in 1980. The item most popular in 
larcenies were bicycles, which attributed to 31.6% of all 
larcenies. Statistics also showed that 27.3% of all burglaries 
were committed during day light hours and that 64.3% of all 
burglaries committed were residential. However, South Berwick 
continues to have one of the highest clearance rates in York 
County for the third year in a row. 35.9% of all crimes committed 
in South Berwick for 1980 were cleared. The State average for 
crimes cleared is running around 26%. 


The department hopes to be able to go into the schools in 
the upcoming year and talk to children about bicycle safety and 
securing their bikes when not in use in an attempt to decrease 
the number stolen. 


The department did have its bicycle safety and registration 
day this year, but we were disappointed in the number of 
children turning out for the event. We urge parents to assist 
in encouraging their children to participate in the upcoming 
year.

In the spring, over 175 children participated in activities 
surrounding National Book Week. In cooperation with the Ele- 
mentary School Librarian, April Frost, our library continues to 
make its impact on our children, helping to bring reading for 
pleasure into their lives. 


The library was once again in the public eye this summer 
when we took part in the Strawberry Festival with our annual 
entry, the used book table.

The Zoning Board of Appeals heard eleven appeals during 
1980 with one being a re-hearing because the Board did not 
reach a decision within the required twenty days. 


The ten decisions rendered by the Board were broken down 
into two variances granted, one administrative appeal denied, 
one in which the Board agreed with the appellant and six denials 
of variance. 


As expected, the Zoning Board of Appeals receives its 
share of criticism from the public. However, most of the 
criticism came from citizens who were not at the public 
hearings but who heard testimony and decisions from second 
hand sources. 


Except for one hearing, attendance by abutters and citizens 
was poor. The Board would like nothing better than to have 
a full house at each hearing so that all points of view can 
be heard and considered.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


Regulation: 


The Company is subject to the regulatory authority of the Public 
Utilities Commission of the State of Maine as to financial reporting and 
other matters. 


Property, Plant and Equipment: 

Utility property is stated at cost and depreciated on the straight 
line method at rates varying from.1% to 15%. Water property retirements are 
charged in total to the accumulated depreciation account when they occur. No 
depreciation is taken on assets acquired by contributions in aid of construction. 

Material and Supplies: 


Inventories of materials and supplies are stated at cost. 


Unamortized Debt Discount and Expense: 


Cost incurred to issue long-term debt together with discounts 
allowed at the time of issue are amortized on a straight line basis over the 
term of the debt. 


NOTE 2 - INVESTMENTS: 
Bond Sinking Fund: 


Custody of the sinking fund assets is maintained by the 
trustees of-the District. A statement of the bond 
sinking fund's financial condition is contained in 
Schedule A-1. $143.
